Montreal, July (!. — "I have no inten- 
tion of reslKulnK my pre.if-nt positicm 
to enter the federal arena," said Hon. 
Rieliard Mcriride, premier of British 
Coluniliia, ia.>-;c niRlit. Premier jMi> 
Bride's attimtion was drawn to a dis- 
patch from Winnipeg which stated' 
that iio would oppose Hon. Mr-.^^em- 
plcm,^n in "Victoria city at' the ' next 
Keoeral election. Ho^galn., disclaimed 
i>fty present intentldiiwof entering tho 
federal fight. 

"I have been aw.iy from Victoria 
throe month.-?, nnd during' that' thne 
have dcvotcii myself exclusively to the 
mission which took ino to London," ho 
said. "I have ffiven federal affairs no 
particular coneern, but I do not hesi- 
tate to say th.-it the federal Liberal 
party will have to make a very hard 
light in British Columbia at tho next 
elections if it is to retain a sIhbIc seat 
In that province.'' 

Premier IMcBrlde touched on his re- 
cent mission to En.crland, which he 
claim;; was successful. "I wont there," 
he stated, "on behalf of the province

Many 
had boon savod, for ho saw a largo 
crowd on the island, toward which a 
flotilla of Indian canoes were being 
p,iddIod against the fast-running cur- 
rent. 

The telegram further stated that the 
chief (•iiKlnoor D. Madlgan and tho 
second engineer, D. A. Good, had been 
carried down the canyon on. wreckage 
and had been' picked up opposite the 
landing by Indians. Tho cause of tho 
disaster wsis not given.

CAPT. JOHNSON. 

Master in Charge of Wrecked Craft 
Considered Capable Mariner. 

Although a man of about 31 years 
of age, Capt. Stewart B. Johnson is 
considered by local shipping men, fa- 
maliar with his career, to be one of 
the best river navigators and swift 
water masters on the Pacific coast. 
He hails f'-'-m AVcnatchee, Oregon, 
where his father is a member of the 
state legislature. As a boy he be- 
came :i deckhand on river steamers 
on tho T.,ewis, Snake and Upper Co- 
lumbia rivers and worked his way 
forward rapidly, until given command 
of one of the best steamers on the 
Colnmbla river. He has been in com- 
mand of the Mount Royal since she 
began, service In northern waters and 
know the Skeena as well as any mari- 
ner who has ever navigated that river. 

AVheu the news of tlie disiister 
reached Victoria in a, l.n-ieC luilietin 
which .stated there had i)e(ai loss of 
life, a well known local shiiqiing man, 
well acquainted witli Cai)t. .Tohnson 
said: "If lie has any oppcu'tunity at 
all, he'll save his passengers."

Mount Royal Had Trouble With tho 
Steamor Hazelton. 

Two years ago Capt, Jolmson, mast- 
er of tho lost Mount Roy.-i.l, .and Capt. 
Bonsar, then masti-r of the steamer 
Hanelton, wero before ("apt. Guadln, 
agent of marine irtid fisheries, wlio 
was apjiointed as commissUmer to liear 
im iiKiulry concerning charges brought 
by Capt. Johnson against Capt. Bmi- 
sar. Among other thi'ngs Capt, Bons.ir 
was accused of shifting a' buoy placed 
to mark the river with the Intention of 
causing the stranding of his rival's 
vessel.

.Tallies O'Keofe, tlie purser of tlie 
vessel was serving Ills second year on 
tlio .Mount Itiiyal. I'reviousiy ho h;iil 
si'rveil as clerk In local olllees of the 
lliidsim's Hay ('onipany. He was a 
resident ot this city, having lived with 
his niotlior and family at 1,S2 l''ort 
Street. He was twenty years of age, 
and nnniarrled. He was ji native of 
Halifax, bi'.t came bore with the family 
nineteen years ago. l-'or the past four 
years ho has be<m working for tho 
Hudson's Hay (Company and was re- 
garded as a most efllcient eniployeo. 
He was well and favorably known In 
\'lctoria ami had a lai'tro circle of 
frli'iiils. He is survived by three sis- 
ters and two brothers and his widowed 
moilier, who Is prostrated as a . re- 
sult of tho sad news. 



There is trouble between M.ayor 
Morley and the other two members of

Ross a niemben 
of that hoard, iio^s not ^regard, it as 
unqualillcd wisdom. • In fact, so far. 
was ho from 'SO doln^.that at a recent', 
meeting of the city council ..ho stlg-; 
matised .it as being, legislation worthy- 
of the middle ages. 

j\Ir. Phillips stands neutral on tho 
question, but the mayor is its friend. 

At the last session of the board 
Mayor IMorlc.v suggested that the ciii-'f 
of police and the clerk of tho board 
visit all the saloons. They v.-ere to re- 
port as to what change.^ would bo 
necessary to bring tho different os- 
tablishnients into harmony with tho 
bvlaw. 'Phcv did so. Tliev gave his 
worship a fjcparate report on each 
llcensf^d promises in tho city and his 
worship considered them.

And here follows a bill of particu- 
lars rangin- from ono to seventeen 
clauses in length .specifying wlioreiii 
iho license fallfi short of tho now reg-' 
ulntloiis. Some do not give a clear 
vlow of their bar during forbidden 
hours, others neglect to keep a light; 
burning during the same, etc. 

This 'notice was signed by ";W. H. 
Keatlnge,. cleric of, 'the board'f;iand;thG 
document purported ' to bo " an ofllcial 
document. 

It is to this that tho two other com-< 
niissloners t.ako oxcoptlon. In a let-< 
ter to' tho Colonist, they state tho fol-' 
lowing: 

"To tho editor of the Colonist: — See-' 
ing the stand with regard to tho llq-i 
nor license regulation by-law ^vhich liaj} 
boon taken by tho mayor and tliat hd 
has taken upon himself to issue ord- 
ers to ilqiTor dealer.? signed "by order 
of the hoard of licensing commission- 
ers," we desire to say th.at this i£« 
not so. His •worship is himself res- 
ponsible for this order.

Robertson inudo a i)orsonal tour of 
this portion of Victoria mining divis- 
ion, vlsttlhg the ^varloufs claims and 
talcing careful note of all oijoratlons.

<Ghennainus Slopfl. 

The claims on tho Chemalnus slope 
are situated on a small crock wlileh 
flows Into the south fork of the Che- 
mainus river, and also by a trail from 
Cowichan lake, wlilch starts from a 
point a little to the east of the mouth 
of Cottonwood crook. The fonncr 
route would, ('Ventually, he lhat over 
which any ore from this section wouhl 
he taken out, and by whiidi any inipor- 
lant trail or wagon mail would bo 
built; Init, for lli.> iu'eliiniiiary devel- 
opment of properties and for jirospect- 
ing purposes, the trail from Cowichan 
lake Is tlio one best suited, as, at pres- 
ent, supplies can be transported by 
wagon and a boat to a point nearer 
the claims than by the Chemalnus 
trail. I followed tho Chemalnus trail 
down some three miles below tho 
junction of tlie crook mentioned, and 
found that It ran through finely tim- 
her'>rl land, large tripos with no un- 
dergrowth and little or no fallen tim- 
ber, with a solid, stony and gravelly 
soil, unfit for agriculture, but i)erfect 
for a trail, over which ;l pack train 
could be driven without any previous 
preparation; in fact, a lino of blii/.e.'? 
Is tho only trail work necessary. I 
am informed tliat these conditions pro- 
vail ail down tho Chomaiima valley. 

Cowichan lake is about 20 miles 
from Duncan station, on the Esqui- 
mau and Nanaimo Railway, with 
which It Is connected by a very fair 
wagon road to the oast end of the 
lake. A regular dally stage and a coup- 
le of Independent stages are run over 
this road, making the distance in a little 
over three liours; there arc no lieavy 
grades on the road. 

The elevation of Cowielian lake is 
about 550 feet above the sea level; 
from tlie eaat end of the lake to Cot- 
tonwood creek, by water, is estimated 
at almost nine miles. The water of the 
lake is everywhere dooj! enough for 
any steamer, and a landing can be 
made on tho beach at any jiolnt. A 
company logging on tlic lake has a 
small tug capable of towing scows 
or . rsifts, and, consequently, If so de- 
sired, any supplies or horses could 
bo'landed at tho mouth of Cottonwood 
creek. 

The present Cottonwood trail to the 
summit follows tho main crcelv \ip to 
"Doc's" cabin, at the junction, of the 
east fork, which fork It thou follows 
up to tlio siinuiiit. Tlie summit is 
al)out nine miles from the lake, and at 
an elevation 2,000 feet higher 
2. GOO feet above tho sea level. 

The claims located by Slierk 
and otluir.s are nearly a mile _ . 

of tlie summit, and at about :!0U feet' lying within a couple of miles of tlm- 
lower elevation, about 2,300 feet above ber limits already sold on that river. 



a pit has been sunk,, of what depth it 
is Impossible to say, since It has been 
nearly llllod In again by the creek and

Mr. Jones, of Crofton, subse<|Uent- 
ly met with on Cowichan lake says 
lie has a property the Garnet mineral 
claim, lying to tho south of the Cas- 
cade, and farther up the hill, upon 
which lie claims to have run a tun- 
nel driven on .a considerable deposit 
of copper sulphides, which he say.s 
is "a direct extension of tho Casc.ido 
load and assays a little over two per 
cent, copper (wet), witli low gold and 
silver contents." Tliose workings I 
was unable to lind, or ;iny ^raco of a 
trail leading thereto. 

Willie I do not consider that the 
mineral so far oxiio.^ed, in tlio work- 
ings T saw, h.as any comniercial value, 
still the rock formation is undoubt- 
edly niineral-beriring, and the con- 
ditions are favourable for the exist- 
ence of ore-bodies, and, I think it 
would bo advlsa^)lo to encouraire 
prospecting In "th.o-- violnlty. 1 would, 
therefore,, recommend' that an expon- 
ilituro bo made on the triill from Cow- 
ichan lake, sullictcnt to render the 
trail nt for use with pack-horses.

!lng a million a year, the expenditure 
o( it becomes a problem, which few 
inen, who have worked in their shirt 
pleeves — and that is how the case i.s 
with most of the United States mll- 
lonaires — ca'ii liopo to solve sntlsfac- 
torily.

Yesterday we dealt with that por- 
tion of Jlr. Drury'.s interesting lottor 
In regard to rail connection In which 
ho made special allusion to tho re- 
sponsibility of the Federal Gov.ornniont 
and the Importance of tl»o report of 
the Royal Commission on Transporta- 
tion. This morning we wish to direct 
attention to this statement of our cor- 
respondent: "There will come a time 
in the not distant future wlien the Do- 
minion Governniont will be called upon 
to do its part, and that is with refer- 
ence to the building of tho bridge at 
Seymour Narrows; and tlioro can bo 
absolutely no doubt that Government 
doing Its duty when tho time arrives." 
We have pleasure in acknowledging 
such emphatic testimony that the Col- 
onist is pursuin.g tho prnpor cour.so in 
lieeping alivo tho agitation. A\'e liad 
hardly anticipated finding in a letter 
obviously written with the purpose of 
minimising tho present impi^rlaiyo of 
the question, such an exhibition of 
frankness. Let us go over Mr. Drury'.s 
sentence again. "There will como a time 
In the nut distant future \vlu;n tlu; Do- 
minion Government will be callod upon 
to do its part." This liiiplies an ad- 
mission, first, that tile Government 
has a duty to perform in connection 
with- the entorprl.se, and, second, tliat 
the time is not far distant when action 
will bo necessary. We could ask for 
nothing better than this from Mr. 
Drury. The Colonist has contended all 
along, and is contending now, that a 
responsibility rests upon tho shoulders 
of tho Dominion Government to see 
that the advantages of the Seymour 
Xarrows-Buto Inlot route arc utilised 
to tlio goneral benefit of tlio countr 
We disagree with our correspondent 
when he says "there will come a time' 
for action, for wo contend that the 
time has arrived; that Opportimlty 
with her golden trumpet, is calling on 
tho people of A'^ictoria and "Vancouver 
Island to awake to a realization of the 
achievements within rettch. "With two 
great transcontinental railways press- 
ing toward the Pacific seaboard; with 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway acquir- 
ing vast ^interests on Vanoouyer Is- 
land;" Vvith the launching of the All- 
Kod Imperial fast mail service, which 
is engaging world-wide attention — 
surely it Is opportune to press our 
advantagecous position upon the at- 
tention of all likely to be Interested in 
learning of it. AVe say "act now," Mr. 
Drury say.s "\o; act tomorrow." 

Tho concluding portion of the Sen- 
tence in Mr. Drury's letter to which 
wo are calling .special attention reads 
as follows: "And there can be no 
doubt that Government doing its duty 
wlien that lime arrives." This is 
cheering and gratifying, and we hope 
we are justified In drawing tlie infer- 
ence that Mr. Drury has some special 
information presaging early important 
doveioiiment.'j in connection with the 
scheme. 

As far as our judgment iicrnilts us 
to form an accurate estimate of Mr. 
Drury's position, we conclude that wlrlo 
ho is at heart prolialily equally onthu- 
siastic as oursolves about the Seyniour 
Narrows project, ho is chiefly con- 
cerned to see that nothing is done that 
will be calculated to enibarraja the Do. 
minion Government. If he couUl sliap..' 
tilings as to throw the onli.-f r(>.spoiihi- 
bility of taking sucli action as would 
meet the situation upon the Provincial 
Government, ho would be immensely 
roliovod, no doubt. Xevertholo.ss for 
hi.s thorough Indorsoinont of tin.' I'ol- 
onlst we arc very thankful, and Imiu' 
ultimately ■ to welcome hini to tlu 
ranks of those In the community whn 
think that "now" and not some perkid 
"In the distant future" is the time for 
action.

His Struggle for Justice for tho Pro- 
vince Was Discussed. During 
i the Debata

Tho following is a repoi-FTttf the pro- 
ceedings In the British House of Com- 
mons, on the second reading of tno 
bill containing' the amendments to 
the Briti.sh North America Act, as 
proposed liy Sir Wilfrid I.aurlor and 
against wiileh Premier McBridc wont 
to London tu protest: 

On the Notice for tho second read- 
ing of the British Norih America Bill 
in tlio irnporiai House of Commons on 
I'rlday Juno :;ist. 

Mr. H. AV. I'orstor. I rise to 
maHe a few observations un this bill, 
and In -what I am about to say, it 
must not be taken as representing 
those who sit on this bench, for I am 
giving my own view entirely. After 
listening to the speech of the undo? 
secretary for the Colonies In introduc- 
ing this bill, ihero are one or two 
features I .should like to commonl up- 
on while I desire tu ask for further 
inlormatliiii. 

Tho under .lecret.ary told us that 
since tlie .Act of l,si;7 iln-re had boon 
two or nil ire i-onfereiicos belwcon the 
proviiicos that constitutos the Uomiu- 
ion, and tluit at tlio.-o ci )iifcn-noos 
(aninn.g tho matter.^ wliloh woio in bo 
settled) tho Act of 1SC7 was to be dis- 
cussed. 

Those conferences found tlio ar- 
rangements made in 1SG7 were not 
entirely agreeable or suitable to the 
provinces, and . some changes were 
made. 

My first question i.s. If it was out of 
tho iiower (■Itlior of the i)rovhico.-; or 
of the iJoiiiinlnn governmont to alter 
the .Act of i.si'm without a subsoiiueiit 
Act of this parliament why was It 
nooossary we should liave this hill, 
wiilch only alters tin.' contribution 
made by tho Dominion govornmont to 
tile Provincial govornmont With 
referonoo to tno exceptional treat- 
ment which nrltish Columbia rt'Ceivos 
under this bill, I should like to say a 
word o1- tNvo. There again the speech 
of the under secretary for the Colonics 
conveyed the impression that to a 
certain extent British Columbia had 
suitered injury under tho arrange- 
ment agreed to by the other provinces. 
The governmont of British Columbia 
were unable to accent the arrange- 
mont arrlveil at by the other provin- 
ces, and In fact there has bo(>n a eon- 
sidorablo dirorgoiu-o of opinion, wlion 
one considors tlio onoi-iiinus aroa of j 
Hiitish ( 'Dlunibla, tho diilloultios of! 
traiisiionatioii, and how expoiislvo itj 
must of necessity bo to carry on tho 1 
work of the governniont in a country ' 
of such great .size, 1 am not :suri)risoii 1 
tliat the govermuont of liritlsh Col- I 
umbia find thoiiiselves in a dltlieull ! 
Iiosition in regard to the contrlbu- ! 
tlons fi'om the Dominion parliament.; 
The area of British Columbia is 
something like the area of Franco and ; 
Germany combined. This-- gigantic j 
territory Is peopled by soniothlng un- 
dor a quarter of a million, that alone 
sliow.i how diflicuit it must be to 
discharge all the obligations of the 
government unless lulequate provis- 
ion is ni:ido by which the government 
can be carried on. If it were not for 
the fact lliat tho poimlatlon of Brit- 
ish Cohiiiihia is loyal to the law of 
tho land, if It wei-o not for tho (xl 
that tlii'V ai-i' law abiding to an al- 
most eXCi'ptlon:il exti'iil, 1 bi'liovi; it 
would bo al)soliitfl.\- iniposslbK' U,j 
the govornni.'iit of tho oinmtry to bo 
carried' on on such a mere jiiltanco. I 
should like to refer to a personal ex- 
perience of my own. A few years ago 
I was In British Columbia. It was at 
tho time of tho strike which lasted for 
many months, a strike which affected 
ti largo number of working men, and 
of which .strike there appeared to bo 
sni.all pro.s)iect of a conclusion. I have 
been told that the strikers, who wore 
inexpeiionced in tho matter of or- 
ganization h.id siiiigbt assl.-tanoo 
from sonic of the professional strike 
nrganizors from thi' I'uitoil States. 
Some of the voiy iiion. if I romonibor 
I lightly, who h.ol bi .'U ongaL'od hi 
those tr-rriblo t raiisa ctifins which ;iro | 
biing r.'VC'oli'd to an a.slonishod puli- 
lio 111 an .Aiiiiiioan law court ;it the' 
present time. The strike la.sted f.n- 1 
sojne six months. Tho time arrived. I 
wiien It was suggested that methods 
of force should he emplovcd. and 
to tlie everlasting honor of the work- 
ing men of Canada, the moment there 
w.is any suggestion of force the Am- 
erican slrlltors woii' lidd that the 
working niou of t'aii.id.-i did not ap- 
|ii-ove of Anii'i-iian motliods of settling 
disputes of that kind. I am hapny to 
say that the sliiko was sctllod bv 
peaceful coiiipromiso. Tlioro wore

While built 
under insnpotion of Lloyd'a surveyor to 
meet all requirements or an awning 
decic steamship the scantlings are 
practically up to the requirements .for 
a. spar dock v^cssel. . ^ 

The superstructure Is two stories 
high, ana la- fitted with 72 well fur- 
nished staterooms for passengers. 
There is a fine observation room, sim- 
ilar to that which has proved so pop- 
ular with travelers on the Princess 
•Victoria, and also a first cla.ss smok- 
ing room on t!ie upper sah)on declv, 
also .similar to that of the company's 
crack vos.sel. Bath rooms liave been 
Included and otherwise the steamer is 
thoroughly fitted on modern linos, 
with every possible contrivance for tho 
comfort of passengers.

As one steps on board he sees a 
room separated from this by a jias- 
eage, which connects the smoking 
room with tho mtuii saloon, is tin? ]inr- 
ser's ollice. Loolclng aft a grand stair- 
way, similar to tiiat on tin? Princess 
Victoria, leads to tlie upjx-r deel;. A 
glance from this deck over tlio rail to 
tho main dock shows that no expense 



has boon- spared'ln the furnishings, all 
of which were iirovldcd by local mer- 
chants. There are lu.\urious carpets, 
and well upholstered seats and settees, 
and It is noticeable how excellently tho 
ilgbtlng has been ctirrlod out. Not 
only liu.s tho nrti^^tic cbiindolier been 
well placed, but tlio distribution of the 
snuilhn- lights luis been w-ell planned. 

From the landings, on wiilcli tlio 
staterooiu tioors laco similarly to tboso 
of tho I'orward dock of the Princess 
Victoria, two doors with largo panels 
of bovelleil art plate glas.s lead to tho 
observation saloon, while it is also on 
the linos of the ferry liner. It 
Is commodious :ind arranged with 
large llglits of plate glass behind 
which, seated in heavily cushioned 
plush chairs one can watch the view 
of all outside. This room is finlslied 
In white and gold and all furnishing;? 
and fittings have beon carefully blend- 
ed.- The' beauty of tliis room Is ap- 
parent at a cilass. 

Leaving tho observation room one 
walks aft by way of the upper deck along 
a spacious corridor with electric lights 
clustered In brackets, disposed as to 
ellnilnato shadows as far as possible, 
to tho smoking room. This room Is 
I in (>ffect another commodlotis ob.scr- 
M-ation room reserved for the smoker. 
It Is prov-idea \\[th large plate glass 
windo\\-s witli practically unobstruct- 
ed view. This room Is finished lux- 
urlantl>- in le.-itlu-r and rubb,>r tiling 
is useil on the floor. 'I'he finish gives 
a rich ;iii|iearaiii-e, suggesti\-e of ma- 
lliog.-inx-. but it Is In reality Australian 
I rosewood. 

-Aft of the smoking roi-im on the tiji- 
per deck i.-i a sjiaclous promenade on 
which outside doors of some of the 
state rofims otien. The comfort of 
these state rooms with doors ojienlng 
on the outer- promenade deck Is appar- 
ent, l-'rom the upper declc promenade, 
aft of tlie sniok-|ng room, there Is a 
st;ilr\\-.-iy covered with a front of bev- 
elled glass, giving a radiant effect nnd 
incidentally furnishing light. There 
Is a dome above, rounded off, and its 
i-urvo Is outlined on tho upper deck 
to form the bac-k of a seat. 

Spacious Saloon 
Looking forward, a person after de- 
.scendlng tho stairway from t)ie tifter 
promenade dock to tho main saloon 
deck, sees a largo spaoious .saloon 
with domed colling most artistically 
decorated. No opportunity has been 
lost to enhance tho decorations. Tlio 
many state room doors opening upon 
the main saloon have their panels done 
In antique and artistic manner, and 
tho suggestion of a crown on an inlaid 
shield on tho pilasters In t!ie s.-iloon 
recalls the fact that the steamer's 
I name is the Princess Royal. Outside 
ion tlic mahi deck the doors leading 
I from the slate 'rooms h.avo ;i!so been 
car,>fully made. Tlie.so rooms can bo 
used eitlier single or en suite, and all 
are elegantly furnished, are large and 
airy and liiivo all the appurtalnancos 
of modern passenger travel. 

Tiio dining saloon Is on the main 
dccit: and Is entered by a fllgb.t of 
broad .stairs leading down from tlio 
saloon. Kntoring the dining - saloon 
tho deviation froi-n round to squaro 
ports Is at once apparent. These sqiiari> 
ports, which are of a most up-to-date 
character,, aro of brass, with glass of 
1 1-4 Inches In thickness and of spe- 
cial construction to suit a wooden 
vessel. Tho dining saloon Is plainly, 
but agreeably, finished, and has been 
well furnished. Galley and pantry 
are situated forward of the dining 
room and occupy the whole beam of 
the vessel from side to side. Tho ar- 
rangement has been made with a view 
of oxueditlous .service. 

A look into the state rooms show=: 
how well thoy ha-ve been arritnged. 
They are not only sn.aclou.=;, but iiro- 
vldcd w-itli good fiirnisbings. There, 
are tv.-o liertlis, upper and lower, nnd 
a settee upon which tlie traveler may 
loungo if so desired. 1'hero are In till 
TC, rooms. Of tliese 2S are on the 
iTiper saloon deck-, ;!fi on tlio lower 
s.-iloon dock forwaril and 12 aft, the 
last witli outside doi-irs. In similar 
manner to the arrangement of tho 
Princess Victoria the ;>iIot liouse and 
officers' rooms aro buHt aliovo tho 
observation saloon, with bridge atop 
of those. Tho bar Is placed below, 
on tho main deck, with stairway lead- 
ing thereto from the lower saloon. 
The lavatories and bathrooms are 
neatly tiled and ample, and tho ven- 
tilation of tho whole vessel has boon 
well carrhHl out. 

M.-iny visKed the vessel yesterday, 
ami she w-as mucli admired. When 
the furnishings are coiiinlele the Prin- 
cess l^nyal will iu-ob,-ibly ma!:e a run 
I to r.ndysmith to hi.-id bunlcer coal dur- 
ing tlie I'oniing v,-eek-. and will leave 
on .Tulv IS on lier first trip to Kkag- 
Mvay. lake the Trin(-ess Peatrlce, also

Capt. W. O. Hughes, who has heeti 

appointed master of tho new C. P. R. 

."iteamer Princess Koyal, has been fol 
lowing the sea lor IJ \ears and for 
;iG .\-ears he lias been niiisler of various 
steamers, lie servr-d as inaster of dif- 
ferent ^■esels ill till.' u-estia-n oi-ean, 
sailing In Ijotli iiorili ,-ind south Allan- 
tic, lie ti-aded between lOurope, Croat 
Brltaiti, South American, AVest Indies 
iind .also ran between ttie ports of tho 
maritlmo provinces and United Htatca 
ports. 

in 1S90 Capt. Hughe., caino to Rrlt- 
Ish Columbia, and In 1894 engaged, 
like many other shipping men from 
the Atlantic coast, in the pelagic seal- 
ing business on "board tho pioneer 
sealing schooner Katherlne, later 
known as tho Black Diamond. In 1892 
he wont out as master of tho schoon- 
er Carmollto to hunt fur-seals off tho 
Kommandorofskl, or Copper l.-.iuiids, 
and was among those who.=e vessels 
were seized and wlio wore taken pris- 
oners by the Itusslan cruiser Zablaka 
when sealin.g outside tho prescribed 
limit at the (.^opper Islands. Tlie sei/,- 
uro took place on Aug'ast liS, and tho 
seliooner and lier complement/' -\vern 
taken to Petropavlovsk,, tho Russian 
fortress on the Kanichatkan coast, 
when- the crew-s of the \'ictorla .'deal- 
ing schooners, AVIIlie McCiOWtiii, Ariel, 
Rosle Olson, and Vancouver Bolle, 
which wore also seized off Copper Isl- 
ands, were already Imprisoned. 

Capt. Hughes and hl.s fellow sonl- 
ors were hold as prisoners of Russl.a 
and tho commandant gave them llf- 
teen kopeclts a day, about 7 1-2 cents, 
to purchase food to sustain themsel- 
ves. Capt. Hughes Is not a thin man 
now, but he did not grow fat upon the 
money awarded • him by Russia. Af- 
ter live days imprisonment at Pctro- 
ptivlovsk he was taken on board tho 
Ruslan cruiser Vihltz, and with Capt. 
Balcom, now manager of tho Paeillc 
Whaling company of thi.s city, whoso 
vessel had-'iilso beon seized thero thoy 
were kept for 2a days while llio 
vessel w.as cruising along tho Haghali- 
cn coast, visiting tho different con- 
vict stations. So ultimately Capt. 
Hughes and his fellow prisoiiers were 
taken to Vladlvostock and there put 
ashore to subsist on 25 cents as best 
they could. On board the Russian 
vessel, however, they had beon well 
treated. A number of tho sealers had 
been sent home on board tho 
schooner Rosle Olson owned by Vil K. 
:\Iunro and a.ssoclates of this city, 
and others were sent homo on tlio 
Anioricnn ' bark Majestic. 

Capt. Hughes never saw tile schoon- 
er Carmollto again after she was "left 
;i rotten contr.-jbaiid on Petrolavlovsk 
slip." From ^'■Iadlvosto]c ho nuide his 
way with Capt. Ralconi and some oth- 
ers to Xagasakl. .lapaii. Th(!re. ,-i 
con.sul, different from the usual n-n- 
resent.-iti ve in the matter aiding dis- 
tres.sed seamen, endeiivond to forie 
the .sealers to sign an agreement lo 
pay Ji large .surn of money over to 
him on arrival homo. C.'ipt. Hughes 
and those with him refused to sign 
any agreement, and made their w;iy 
to Yokohama on the R. M. S. Empres.q 
of Japan. At Yokohama they went 
on board H. M. S. Leandor, one time 
of tho E.^qulinalt st.atlon, and report- 
ed tho happenings at Nagasaki, with 
tho result that ttie cons.iil was renrl- 
manded. Tn November 1S92 Cupt. 
Pluglies finally landed In Victoria, 
with tattered clothing and without 
funiis, but otherwise none the worse 
for bis adventures. 

The next two yeai-s he engaged In 
settling as master fif the ^clionner 
Mary Kllen, hunting f)!'f the P.usslan 
anil.I.-ipanese coast and In I'.iM-ing 
sea." In November ISOI, C,-ii>t. ljugh.-s 
anil some associates bouglit the 
schooner Ida Etta, and the former 
sailed as m;istor for two seasons. 

The captain has been in tho Cana- 
dian Paeillc Navigation company and 
Canadian Paclflo Railway steamship 
services for ten years, having joined 
tho former as chief nfllcor of the "Wll- 
lapa on the wi^sl coa.^t service. !l was 
while chief ofllcer of tlils steamer 
that Ca|)l. Hughes lost a siileiidl.i 
cli:in(-e for salvag.'. The AVIllao.-i, fell 
in with the Ijig- nono ton iron tr;iinn 
Common wealth, ('aiit. Cross, Iviiitr lUT 
.Sidney Inlet, tot.-illy ahandoneil by hei- 
crew. C,-ipt. llugh.es v;iin!\- sought 
to hiive the master phici- him on board 
to take possession of tlie vessel, but, 
the latter, who li;ul come across Capt. 
Cro.93 of the abtindoned stcanier and 
his crow on shore, put them back on 
tholr vessel and gave the big steamer 
a tow, the Canadian Pacific Navlgn-| 
tion company being -paid $6000 for 
towage. Had some member of tho 
AVIllnpa's crow been placed on hoard 
the Commonwealth, the salvage award 
Iirob.-ibly have: been lihont live 
times that amount.

VANCOUVER'S LICENSE LAWS. 

Commissioners May Appoint Special 
Officer to Enforce Them. 

Vancouver, .luly — The question of 
tho lii-tter enforcoment of the Ikpior 
liceriBo b\--law was discussed at a Joint 
meeting of the iiidlce commission and 
llcon.so commission held last evening. 
No definite action wiis taken, although 
some rdan w-ill likely bo adopted 
shortly. The license commissioners 
win malce recommendations when they 
meet, tho city council next Monday 
evening. 

Mayor Bctliune said thero bad beon 
some talk of appointing an assistant 
license inspector to look after infrac- 
tions of the l!iw. ThiTc was no doubt 
a great deal of drinking being done in 
unllc(>nsed preniisi>s. 

Commi.ssloner Ilunt took tlio view 
thtit liie offemb-rs iilso coinprised 
many of the hotelkee]jers. He saw 
niiu-li merit in the suggestion in favor 
of iijipoliiting a special officer entrust- 
ed witli the c-nfori-emeiit of llio bylaws. 
Thero were difficulties in tho way of 
tho police undertaking that work, as 
they were too well known by tho hotel 
keepers. 

Chief Chamberlin, while declaring 
his willingness to follow instructions, 

thought tho enforcement of the bylaw 

should not bo left to tho police depart 
menl. If that j-iolicy were tidoiited it 
Wdiibl ;int.-tgonize hotel men, wlin, if 
well tlisposi'd to the authorities, jiroved 
invahiablo in aiding In the detection of 
crime. 

His Worship suggested that It might 
1)0 belter if they li;ui one inspeclor for 
liciuor licenses only, witli a special In- 
speclor to look after the trade nnd 
general llcrmsi^s. 

It was pointed out that tho duties of 
the present license inspector aro very 
onerous. 

Tho discussion embraced a wide 
rangs. Tho reckless driving of rigs by 
youngsters and the practice of permit- 
ting boys to run elevators came In for 
general condemnation. Commissioner 
Ross related bow an elevator liad been 
stopiied only ii second before It crushed 
his head, 'j'hen tlie mayor told of hla 
own personal experiences. 

'I'lii- chief declared that tho rights of 
Iiedestrlans were ignorud here more 
than in any clly hi? had over visited. 

Conimissloiuu' .Teffs admitted having 
liad some iiiiri-ow escapes. 

It wa.s decided lo authorize the chief 
to inaku recnnimendallons which will 
lie iiicorporat<!d In the by-laws. 

Iiis|iector IMulhcrn said he had rc- 
eei\-ed complaints from merchants and 
olllcr.^ engaged In' regtildr :l)UslnesB. 
Ono complaint had been rather amus- 
ing. A merchant speaking of a .street 
hawlter, had said to him: '"-"hnl niani 
is nothing but a fraud. Ho sells only] 
tho cheapest kind of rubbish — nothing 
but tni.sli," and a moment later he 
added, "1 sell tho same things my- 
self." 

This matter will also bo dealt with 
by the chief. ,

BREAKING THE RECORD 

How it Feels to Ride V/itli An 
Expert Autoist 

(By H. c.) 

The Chinaman's description of the 
first electric tram car he over saw Is 
Tierhaps more applicable to our auto- 
mobile than even to the tram; it is 
something like this. "No shovee, no 
pu.shee, all the samee go like H ee." 

Every man is, or ought to be, proud 
It Is. He takes a natural pride in 



citing incidents of a fairly fast motor 
trip and who havo .absolutely no 
knowledge of what Is transpiring In 
tho mind of his driver, or, ;of his skill 
or judgment. His feelings therefore 
can bo imagined as his chauffeur. 
When he gets falrb' started on his trip, 
opens his throttle to chase tho ordin- 
ary every day & N. train tliat^ is 
flvo minutes ahead of him. The pas- 
sengers begin to think alls kinds of 
things, but It really does not matter 
much, because lluiy havo not time to 
coini)leto tho "think" before they find 
themsidvcs at Goldstroam. An on- 
(luiry for tlio E. it N. train, as lo how 
much she Is ahead of us, IjrlngH the 
rather surprising reply, that she has 
not yet put in an appearance. This 
was a matter of satisfaction to 'one 
of the party at any rate. So after the 
usual process of getting rid of the 
dust in a man's throat, the trip is re- 
sumed. From here on, as everybody 
knows, the character of tho road 
changes and it w:is for the purpose of 
pointing out the disadvantages of such 
a ro.ul thai the trl|) was taken, and the 
efforts nf tlie cliauffcur were, for the 
time being, .simiily Ijiuit upon ni;iliing 
tho best lime possible over the Sooke 
bills consistent with allowing such 
photographs to be taken of the bad 
places and of otlier features of- tho trip 
which were worth preserving, .jj.nd, .to 
arrive at Duncans ahead of everybody 
else, even though they started hours 
before us. As wo pa.ssed tho water 
tank beyond Goldstroam we heard the 
train wlilsilc for ilohlstreani station a 
mile behlnil us.

Our experiences in tlio back seat 
over that Sooke road reminded us of 
nothing more than the proverbial cork 
in a rough sea.

There is still some pretty good fish- 
ing in the CoAvichan, Last Sunday Al- 
bert Whittaker took thirty trout be- 
low tho bi-ldge and Albert 'Wyldo >yhD 
was up with Mr. Cunimlngs got twen- 
ty-two, the latter gentleman getting 
aliout a, seer,'. Wlieii fishing with bait 
at th,; mouth, Mr, Wyldo tells of hitch- 
ing a big .spriijg salmon, a tlilrty- 
liiiuuiler.

UnfortuniUely, U was Impossible to 
Kivo Sir AVilllam tho trip that was 
taken by Uio , Victoria Auto club on 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday last. 
X'ho runs that may bo termed "home 
runs" as distinct from the one under 
notice, are, in thomselvVs,- hard to 
heat in any country, ancl. t'ha roads 
generally spcakln'g are In fair condi- 
tion; I refer to tho trips around the 
Saanich pcninsiila to AVilllam Head 
through the Hajipy A'alley; around the 
Avater front to Oak I!ay, Gordon Head, 
Cordova liay nnd back to the city, etc., 
etc., but these arc simply tit-bits that 
give you an apiiotllo for more.

Athe^ ra^ 
from Rosslnnd to Northp'ort; 'on 
through tho 'Chilllwack valley, or pen- 
etrated Into tho magnificent virgin 
pine forests of tho Island, you can 
understand something about the scen- 
ery along this wonderful drive. That 
is why it will appeal to all visitors. 
A person Is enabled In this ono trip 
to cxporlonco all the delights that 
such varied sconory .affords, accom- 
panied with the exhilaration resulting 
from travelling' over a road which -is 
continually, providing now surprises, 
accompanied with 'Incidents of afmora 
or less 03(olting and' .thrilling- nature. • 

The 'drive- to 'Doldstreams alone haa 
always . been considered -'onof, of ' -the 
most delightful outings ; we have, .but ': 
this Is only a foretaste. ot.'Wbat ;l8 -to 
come, and It is no exaggeration to say 
that this twelve, or thirteen, mUos falls 
into absolute insignificance compared 
with what- there is beyo'nd. ' 

There is not space in an article o5 
tills kind to give any reasonable Idea 
of what there Is lo bo seen and en-* 
joyed alon'g this tour of the southern 
fiorlion ^f A^ancouver Island.

In no way tin; least of the lovely spots 
comprised in litis wonderful trip.

It cannot bn said that the road ovei>

not In bad shape, consldnrin'g the na- 
ture of tho country through which It 
passes, the grades are such aa to mako 
It of absoiately .no use for ordinary 
commercial purposes or even to set-* 
tiers. 'This, however, I may refer to 
at Som.e'iEJthor time, for my object now 
Is simply to draw attention to a mag- 
nificent asset of which tho people ofl 
Victoria nnd the rest of the Island, 
nro not talcing snfticlent advantage, 
and which, In tho future, will be worth 
millions of dollars to them If properly 
appreciated. The wealthy tourlslj 
spends money, .a lot of money. Tho 
passengers of our ear spent in one day 
In Nanalmo over $100, Tlie trip of tho 
Victoria Auto club was worth $250 at 
least to the same city ftnd worth a 
good deal lo Duncans, What would 
thoso cities and Albernl derive from 
a constant stream of such peoplo 
through their towns? Victoria, with 
Its hotel aocommodatlon and other at- 
tractions would be the headquarlers 
and naturally ) would derive an im- 
menso benefit therefrom. Sir AA'llllami 
Mulock pointed out tho wayj it is up 
to tho peoplo to follow it.

Some 
of this stony ground will ral.se cxccl- 
icnt orchards, conceive iind bi-lnR forth 
multitudes of fat strawberries, bloated 
gooseberries, almost burstinR- with 
juice; and grapes, inollowcd by the 
sun into deep purple as the fingers ot 
the vine feel among the loose rock. It 
is true that some rascally peopli! tried 
to sell mountain toi)S, but thoy were 
detected, and citizens of note are ilo- 
Ing their utmost to prevent anytluug 
of the kind being again put upon the 
market, whicli would, of course, bring 
tlu** wliole Inislne.ss into ilisrcpute ami 
delay tlio legitimate develoimient of 
the industry. Tlioro is plenty of land 
in the market, without purchasers be- 
ing directed to worthless mountain 
.summits, which take iiaU' a day to 
scale and half an hour to come down. 

Nature, long ago, earmarked the 
country for fruit growing. AViUl 
Ktrawberries, currants, gooschorries, 
ras|)berries, cliorrles, nuts, apples and 
plums are native to the soil. Anyone 
can find an abundance of them on his 
rambles in the woods. Indeed you get 
rather tired of the prevalence of the 
.small white bloom of the humble 
strawberry, which edges every track, 
and the tangle of rasiiberrles bushes. 
Fruit Succeeds Bloom 

In travelling oyer the Crow's Nest 
railway the visitor gets his first in- 
troduction to the Kootonays at Cres- 
ton, two stations from the Ijanding. 
The inhabitants have great faith in 
their climate and soil, and a good lady 
nearly made the writer miss his train 
in showing him the cxciuisite blooms 
which her trees displayed. This was, 
of course, a month ago. The fruits 
are now appearing. The natural pride 
of the enthusiastic .lady, was not mis- 
placed. Her treds made a cliarming 
picture, the falling . blossoms beneath 
the branches being. like drifts, of snow. 
The hillside Is opeh. to . the -south .and 
receives the ;fuU.,flus|V; of,, ,tho ," sun, 
which sets in. ■gortjepus '.colors, over the 
far stretching ,ihouritaln"s, whoso white 
summits " jnlhgle/wlth jttfe clouds, . and 
.plays 'abbu't"',tho.l.faqo'.:'of;-the\Kootenay 
rtver, 'ttJ^kihg-lt , Wusfci; and; njaintle clnto 
a deep* ;rfe)4^5"vtiiq'n.i,^t'urn 'op^llno, and 
fade intoi'a;.Hsliti^^tjif(iuolso shade.

special varieties. Many of; them are 
eight and nine years old, r and''...are 
bearing prodigiously. A Swiss named 
AVilllam , Genol, ,. under . the superin- 
tendence Of Mr-r Johnstone, looks after 
the oroharfi.'aiid! the remainder of the 
75 acres'wlU^bo; gradually, brouglit un- 
der .VultlvatIon,'5Tlils-yeeLr tliree acres 
have been platitbd with strawberries. 
In the iangungo of the woods, his lord- 
ship has a commercial cinch,, his In- 
vestment maturing without mucn per- 
sonal etfort. 

.•\n e.xcurslon up tho lake in one oC 
the C. P. l^.'s excellent steamboats 
gives an entirely iiiaclcquate idea ol 
the extent of the wm-k tliat V:. goir.g 
on, and the suitability of the land for 
cultivation. 1 had a personal experi- 
ence, which Illustrates this. 1 hap- 
pened to descry a ranch from a dis- 
tance, and wa.s told wonderful things 
aljout it. When 1 visited the place, 1 
realized t^iiat my liU'ormant had not 
exaggerated. t:iicrry trees were bo- 
ginning to sag and droop with tlielr 
bunien.s of incipient fruit. Here and 
there I noticed strong Iron braces, 
keeping the limbs from parllng with 
the trunk, the apple branches swayed 
heavily, and tho straight upward 
branches of the pear were not nuitc so 
hi;avenly in their tendency. An ap- 
l)etlte began to grow within me which 
I tear is not destined to be satisfied. 
I'or I shall be otlurwliore wher, the 
luscious fruit commences to I'all; my 
mouth will not Ix; there to catcli the 
swollen cherries; 1 .•^hall not be swing- 
ing in the hammiu-k In tlie shade. 

Ranclies- e.\ist along botli shores of 
the lake, including the city ot Kaslo. 
and they are also scattered down the 
west arm of the Kootenay. Proctor and 
Nelson being the inincipal points. Or- 
chards made and In the making appear 
tlirnugh the brushwood along the 
banks of tho Kootenay river until it 
joins the Columbia; and thence :iwa>- 
uj) tho long and narrow .shores of Ar- 
row lakes, almost as far north .is 
Revelstoke. 

The country Is going ahead. Set- 
tlors are coming in every week, and 
the imiuiries are legion. l?ut siune of 
the old Dutch uncles of the place 
luirdl\- aiipreciato the new spirit, and 
are somewhiit jealous of the success 
of comparatively newcomers. / Nelson 
is ;is yet divided in opinion' as t.i 
whether life is an Indolent game of 
tennis or an occasion of strenuous en- 
deavor lo accomplish great" things 
which win lend to fortune, and (.what 
is lost sight of generally, is more im- 
portant, . and often .incidental) create 
sources' of liveliKood and publlc^'weaith 
that will maintain a future generation, 
who will amplify and crown the • ef- 
forts of tod.-iy by establisliing a homo- 
life and social atmosphere, 'which will 
conduce to the hapi)incss of a staple 
community. 

I have no doubt, however, that the 
hustlers will carry public' ojilnioh; and 
while conceding something to tiie. sen- 
timent of having a "good time," infuse 
a healthy enterprise whicli Avill arouse 
the' Kootenay to a JIull reali/.ation of 
■her destiny. - ■ '

acre lots and less. A notal.ile class of 
tho now settlcr.s is that oi: ihe nortli- 
west farmer, who, having spent, his 
vigorous years on tlie prairie and ac- 
cumulated enough to retire i.s ^<eek- 
ing a genial climate and a liglit occu- 
pation, which will keei) liis muscles 
from stiffening. He finds an ideal 
location in the Kootonay. He has, 
i)esides, an out-of-door occupation, 
the additional .salt of. an .' occasional 
hunt aftei' game or a quiqt angle . for 
tlie shy salmon.

has so'li-cte,] the site, and then gone 
out to organize- his forces. Tlie time 
may .come when the organization will 
precede the selection of the site, but 
ii saves'a lot of time and trouble to 
have this done, first. 

Around this Initiative. 'the> Organiza- 
tion i.s formed; II Is usually called -n 
coi'iioratlon, lit it has many of Hie 
fcaturoH of a club organization, and 
might better bo called a club than a 
eonipaio'. This dull (or company) is 
composed of the requisite munber of 
subscribers, whose siibscrijitions cou- 
slituto the caidlal with and ijy which 
Iho entire scheme is financed. The club 
owns the entire proiierty, subject to 
y.'halever nuirtgagi^s may bo placed on 
it. Tile meiiibor.s own stocks in the 
company and become tlic lessees in 
lierpetulty of certain of the apart- 
nionis, wdilch are assigned to them 
III the beginning, and miiy ''tie . sublet 
or sold at any time subject to the 
right of the club to first cliolcc in 
either resale or subletting. Ail apart- 
ments not so sold or rented in iier- 
liotuil.\- are rented for the benefit of 
the cluli at large, and the proceeds are 
used to jiay the carrying charges and 
costs of oper:Ulons. 

In a well balanced scheme this is 
the usual result, so that the share- 
solder has neither rent nor taxes nor 
interest nor coal bills, nor any other 
charges to pay. In the tyiiical build- 
ing of this new design Hie plan works 
out soOiewhat after this fashion:

It is not an 
exaggeration to say that in the Suiiliy 
South there is a stronger temperance 
sentiment tlian in any other Anglo- 
Saxon ciimmuiiity in Hie world, Tlie 
land long lauieil for its boo/.lng col- 
onels, Its mini .iuN'iis, its idd lloiirbon, 
and its moonsiiine wliisiie.v is fast he- 
beeoining "dry," and reformers declare 
that in a few >ears tliei'i.' will be no 
liquor south of Mason and Dixie's line. 
A Substitute for Lynching. 

Almost n.s Important as the result 
Is the enujse from which it has sprung, 
for the reasrm tbal temperance 
lU'oniises lo become a successful sub- 
stitute fo:' l.x'iiciiing. Speaking gonor- 
ally, the negro Is at the liotlom of the 
temperance revival. Personaih-, Ihe 
southern negro is a drinking mun, but 
not a drinker of educated, palate. The 
roughest kind of firewater Is 'ser%'cd 
out to him, and Its action Is as disas- 
trous as upon an Indian. Thd whites 
have ob.ierved that the terrible crimcis, 
for which they have been In the habit, 
of lynching negroes are usually in- 
spired by cbeap whiskey.

Southern Stiites that the people 
appear to be. alm6st , unanimous in 
tlieir di'termination to put an end to 
Hie traffic. 

Tho Real Southerner. 

In view of Hie present situation it is 
necessary to revise the conventional 
idea of southern characters; and to 
realize that the averago soutlierner, 
who will take down his nmg squirrel- 
gun lo kill a neighbor against wdiom 
he cherishes a grudge, and who wdll 
energetically gather kindling wood for 
the creniiitlon of a criminal negro. Is 
a church-goer of the strictest kind. He 
is a staunch Sabbatarian, and rebukes 
.profar\Ity with tho butt of his ,, rifle.

Prohibition and High License. 

TalHng the Smithern Slates .separ- 
ately, we find that "in Temiessoe, I\Ils- 
sissiiipl, and -Arkansas the temporaneo 
movement embraces the overwlielming 
Iiroportioii of the iieoiile," according to 
the editor of the .Memplils News Scim- 
itar. "Where prohibition does not cx-' 
ist, high license prevails. In Greenr' 
\'illo, Missi, the total saloon license' is 
$2,200. In Memphis it can be made 
$1,500, excl'uaive of "Federal tax." A' 
few woks ago the town 6£ Bristol, bn 
the border of Virginia and TennessceV 
iiad a local option campaign. Bristol,- ' 
Tenii., carried it liv 5311 votes to 17;'' 
l^iristol, Va., by 5;!9 to 270, On tlie 
morning of lioth elections 5,000 women 
and cliildrcn, headed by a brass Ijand 
ij,nd wdth banners flying, jiaraded the 
streets, and prayer meetings were held 
at polling- i)laces.

From Alabama comes tho following 
report: 

"At present there arc in Alabama, 
twenty prohibition counties wdilch 
lia\'o been niado so b.v local ,law.s. 
'J''wenty counties have open snioons 
alone, tvhile eighteen cnuiiHes have dis- 
liensar.v saloons, or dispensaries, as 
they are cqinnionly called. Those 
\Vore secured through local laws.' Nino 
counties have saloon.s .and dispensaries. 
In each of fifteen counties two stil- 
oons eaclt, and in sixteen counties 
there are, three or more saloons. Dis- 
pensaries In four counties of tho State 
will be abollBhed by special legislation 
at the recess term of tho Icglalatin-e, 
whicli will me^f. in July, and these 
counties will bo added to the prohibi- 
tion rank." , , , 

It may be remarked that In Ala^ 
hama and most of the other Southern 
States legislation niaking thO county 
tho local option unit has been a great 
help to tho reform crusaders. 

An Empty Prison. 
Louisiana lias' gone in for a reduction 
in tlio number of saloon.'j and high 
license rather than for prohibition. 
The I'esult has been the same,tor tho 
saloona chiefly aimed at— tho dives 
that catered to, tho negro population-^ 
could not afford; t'b pay $3,000 a year 
for tho privilege. . It Is said that .the 
parish of Texas, which Is tlic very 
worst in LonlHiana, has Its prison 
empty I'or the first time in history. In 
Kentucky ItO of Its 110 counties are 
lirohlbitlon, and tliero are only fifty 
towns In the entire state where a man 
can buy a drink.

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THE ANTARCTIC WORLD 

Llo\itenant Shackleton, E. N., Is 
planning a motor trip to the South 
Pole. He does not expect to go In the 
motor himself, but to use the machine 
to draw sledges. The explorers Ihom- 
solvcs will go on foot. In case the 
motor shall come to grlcl: upon tlio 
journey, a. number . of , Manphurlan 
ponies win be taken along, ais well as 
a number of dogs. The exploring 
steamer, will sliorlly .-iail, and ljy Jan- 
uary of next year, which Is summer in 
the Antarctic World, she Is expected to 
have reached king Edward VII. Land, 
where the party will land, after wliich 
the vessel will go to IS'ow Zealand and 
then wait until January 190D, when 
slie will go south to pick uft the party 
whore they were left, and bring tliem 
back to England. The exploring party 
SvlU consist of twelve people, ol w hdin 
four or five will bo experts in various 
linos. The men will all, if possible, lie 
:=;uch as have had experience in sledge 
journeys. The distance from the bawc 
of operations on King Edward Vir. 
Land to tlio South Pole is estimated at 
seven hundred miles, and if no oxci^s- 
slvely heavy country has to be tra- 
versed, Lieut. Shatkieton exiJects to 
make the journey in five weeks, which 
contemplates that twenty miles a day 
on an average will he made. The oli- 
ject of the expedition is not merely to 
reach the Pole, but to make such 
scientific observations as may be pos- 
sible. 

If little Is known of the circum-polar 

Arctic World, less is known of that 
whicli surround.s the South Pole.- Ex- 
plorers have penetrated a considerable 
distance south at various points, but 
there Is an area of approximately four 
million square miles about wliicii 
nothing whatever is l^nowii. Tlio gen- 
eral supposition is that it is a groat 
land .mass covered with an impene- 
trable screen of Ice and snow, but this 
is uncertain. It is not even known 
whether the circum-polar region con- 
sists of land or water. Every one, who 
js at all familiar with map.s, knows 
that there is a circle of land around 
the North Pole a Uttle north of the 
Polar Circle, broken only In three 
places, namely by Behrlng Strait, 
Davly Str.iit and the wider channel 
between Greenland and Norway; also 
that south of the latitude of Cape 
Horn a belt of water encircles tlie 
globe. AVithIn the land circle at the 
Xoi'tli there is aiiparently a body of 
water, and within tile water circle at 
the south there ; Js - apparently a body 
of land, but both these matters are 
largely conjectural. 

In some places on the South to 
wiiich explorers have gone there is a 
remarkable ice barrier, towering him- 
dreds of feet above the ocean which 
dashes against Its base. It may be of 
a little Interest to readers If we men- 
tion that the very modern school 
which claims the eartli is not a globe, 
but only a flat disc, insist that this Ice 
barrier is the edge of the disc and that 
If one could climb It, he would flndthat 
beyond it there is only einiUy space; 
but it Is in-opcr to add that no one but 
themselves take this school of writers 
seriously, but they are serious enough 
to make up for the indifference of 
other people. There are, however, 
some things about the Antarctic "World 
wlilch have led others than faddists to 
conclude that there nia.\' be surpri.ses 
in store for us. Xotwiihstanding the 
general acceptation of the theory that 
the earth is a spiiore, somewhat flat- 
teped towards the Poles, there re 
reasons for supi)osIng that perhaps the 
two polar r(?gions are not identical in 
shape, but that towards the South the 
earth grows larger and is shaped some- 
what like a pear. The remarkable 
distribution of land and water has 
never been satisfactory explained. A\'o 
do not know wlu-tlier the cnntiiients 
were thrown up out of the sea, or the 
sea was drained off the Continents by 
virtue of some force which attracted 
it to the soutli and liolds it there. AVe 
do not know whether, if wo c.nild 
measure from the surQiice of the sea 
off llie Coast of \'aneouv(.>r Island and 



at present possessed of the course of 
distribution of the human race it 
seems highly improbable that men 
live i^i this great suthern land. If 
they do they will not be akin to any 
existing races, but people who were 
cut off from the rest of mankind by 
one of tile great geological changes 
of the past. It Is, of course, suppos- 
able that people imay/fiave' been driven 
south In more recent time by stress 
of weather and never have boon able 
to return, but llie illslance between tlie 
Coast of the supposed Antarctic con- 
tinent and habitable regions to ,^he 
north Is so great that such a sugges- 
tion seems highly Itiiprobable. 

There are, however, other things, 
l)esldes the possibility of discovery an 
unknown race of people whlcli lend 
an expectant Interest to the exploration 
of this far southern region. Lieut. 
SlKK'l;letoii expects to make valuable 
gi'oloijlcal, geographical and niagotlc 
iliseovories. He nia.v .slni))ly bo about 
to enter ujjon a land where desolation 
is supreme. This seems to be Infer- 
rable from the exploration of those 
who have already visited the rogion. 
But the observations of any set ut 
explorers are necessarily limited to 
their route of travel and there may 
bo many things of more than curious 
Interest to be found In the vast area 
beneath the Southern Cross. 



HELEN OF TROY 

Helen of Troy belongs to the morn- 
ing twilight of Grecian history. TIumo 
have been some writers who deny that 
she belongs to history at all, and say 
that she Is simply the personlflcatlon 
of female loveliness and its cliarm for 
men, but this notion is tiie invention 
of a certain school of very recent 
origin, which deceives Itself with the 
Idea that the human race was differ- 
ent In bygone centurioss from what it 
now is, and evolved myths of people 
out of natural phenomena, and a 
theology out of the winds and sun- 
shine. There are doubtless many 
things told of Holon, which are mytho- 
logical. Around her name many poetic 
Actions liave been woven. She has be- 
come a symbol of all that' ls.phiSrsicaUy 
attractive and morally Irresi^onslble 
in woman, but that she Is an historical 
personage does not admit of a reason- 
able doubt. Homer, Hosiod and all the 
writers of ancient Greece treat her as 
they would any other person, altlumgh 
they ascribe attributes to her, which 
no individual could possess. They' 
have, or rather the traditions of an- 
cient • Greece have— for these writers 
only told what had-.beon handed down 
to them — made Help.Hj.a/iByrnbol of the 
love-inspiring power'lo'f ' woman, and 
age after age has surrounded her 
memory with all the qualities which so 
to make up perfect physical womanli- 
ness; but' the.;early writers never pro- 
tended that she was otherwise than a 
woman, although they ascribed her 
paternity to Zeus himself. 

Briefly told, the story of Helen, as 
usually accepted, Is . that she was 
daughter of Zeus and Loda, ' Queen of 
Sparta. She wa.s exceedingly beauti- 
ful. At the age of ten she was stolen 
by Theseus and Piritlious. but was 
rescued by her brothers Castor and 
Pollu.^. She was greatly sought after, 
having no less than thirty of tlie- 
prlnces of Greece among her suitors. 
Leda's husband, Tyndareus, called her 
admirers together and bound them by 
the most solemn oath to rescue Heiou, 
In case she should be carried off from 
the husband, whom she should choose. 
Having thus secured or safety, as lie 
thought, the king bade her select one 
out of the many asi)lrants to her hand. 
She chose Menelaus, King of Sparta, 
and was wedded to him accordingly. 
The story of Paris is familiar to all, 
and so It need only be very briolly 
mentioned here. Ilc! was son of Priam, 
King of Troy, and a youth remarkable 
for his exquisite form and festures. 
He was a siiepherd and was called 
upon by the goddes.^es Hera, Athenei 
ai;d Aphrodite, to decide which was 
fairest. Hera promised him dominion 
over Asia; Athene, military renown; 
and Aphrodite, that he should have

would bo equal. In other words there | 
may lie a, heaping up of waters to the i 
South. We do not suggest that Lieu- 
tenant Shackleton Is likely to cast any 
light upon this point, but 'In a general 
way it may he said that we will never 
1)0 quite certain of the shape of the 
earth until careful observations upon 
the sw ing of the pendulum have been 
made in the Antarctic World. 

Is this great area of four million 
square miles inhabited by human be- 
ings or is any part of it habitable? 
The contemplated expedition may cast 
soine light upon this question. The 
evidence so far Is all for the negative, 
except that blocks of clay were found 
by some explorers in such a i)n.sitlo;i 
as to suggest that had been jilaoed 
there by human hands. This is very 
unsatisfactory evidence, because In- 
stances can be cited when small blocks 
of clay are arranged in heaiis nnd(>r 
conditions which render huniHii 
agency out of the question. So far 
as wo know there Is very little In th(! 
Antarctic World to serve as cither 
food or. fuel for human beings; yet 
the power of mankind to adapt itself 
to any conditions whatever makes It 
within llio range of p-osslbillty at least 
that Homewhero in this vast region 
oeople may Hvo. From the knowledge 



lug, and he took her to Troy, to which 
place he was followed, but only alter 
ten years of preparation, by the On:- 
clan princes, with 10,000 men and more 
than a thousand ships. Troy was l)i>- 
slcgod by them for ton years, and was 
lintUly taken, after wliieli Helen, al- 
though in the meantime having lost 
PariW by his death, she had married his 
brother,, returned to Menelaus, her fu st 
husband, witii whom she lived in a 
state of groat dignity mitll her dealli. 
This iS'in a general way the Homeric 
version of the story. But other ac- 
counts widely differ from It. One of 
them denies thnt she ever wont to 
Troy, ami iisserls that she was takeri 
from Sparta to Kgyjit, whore she re- 
mained tnitll after the fall of '.'.Ij.vy, 
when she returned to Jlcnelaus, Paris 
having boon driven from J3gypt by the 
king of that country. Another version 
tells that after the death of Menelaus 
she was exiled from Sparta. Another 
stiys that the Greeks in their indigna- 
tion compelled her to hang herself. 
The most poetical account of the erid- 
ing of her career Is thnt she was 
translated by Aphrodite to an Island 
in the Black Sea, where she was be- 
trothed to Achilles, and where feho 



was alleged to have been oj^dowod 
with Immortality. 

This story of Helen Is more than 
thirty centuries old. It was preserved 
by a people in whom the poetic tem- 
perament waa highly developed; but 
there seems to be a sunicient basis 
of fact to warrant tlio statement that' 
she was the lirst' incentive of the 
union of the Grecian- p«?oplcs, which 
made that 'country so 'potent an In- 
nuonce in the ancient world. Hut Tie? 
character is of greater value to the 
student of history because of the light 
It casts upon the ancient Greek con- 
ception of the nature of women and 
their place in social economy. Whether 
we take the story as told liy XTeslod 
or Homer or in the Cyprian legends, 
the same qualities of mind "are at- 
tributed to her. AVo pass by her pos- 
session of eternal youth. The yoarc do 
not seem to have illuilnished her 
loveliness la the sllgiitest degree, but 
this may be set down to poetic fancy. 
What Is not fanciful Is the fact tTial, 
although Helen was ;;|ol(Mi by lovers 
when a child, she was none the less 
an oli.leet of affection on the part of 
men, who had the whole nation to 
choose from. She eloped with Pai'Ts; 
she dUcardcd him for his brother Hec- 
tor; she married another of the 
brothers: and yet when she r"tiu-ne(l 
to Sparta, although to her inlidellty 
she had added gross treachery, she 
was received by Menelaus with honor. 
Through all these extraordinary trans- 
actunis sb(^ doe.s not appear to have 
lost any persenal ilignlty or been con- 
scious of any moral guilt. Homer rep- 
resents Iier as weeping over the blood- 
•sbod, which her clopment had occas- 
ioned, but he does not hint that .slie 
felt that (he purity o[ lior womahll- 
noss was in any way Impaired. He 
and the other writers of olden times 
toll us that the Greeks reproached hor 
for the death of so many of their vali- 
ant sous and brothers, but not one of 
them is r.sserted to liave chldci her 
for her i)orsonal conduct. It is true 
lhat much would probably he for.gl von 
to one who .was the very ideal of love- 
liness. It Is said- thlrt' in 'one of the 
tales that, when Menelaus learned af- 
ter the fall of Troy where she await- 
ed him, ho rushed into hor presence 
with a drawn svyord, "vowing to slay 
her Instantly, only • to drop the blade 
when ho came upon hor standing do- 
fencoloss except for lier beauTy. i?iil 
none of the ancient poets seem to have 
thought It necessary to.'- offer, .any apol- 
ogy for her conduct or her-' absolute 
indifference to the nmral side of IT 
From tills it has licen argued, and 
Gladstone Is among those who take 
this view of the -case, that In ancient 
Greece women were held to lie hardly 
innrally accountable for their act.-, 
that tliey were simply the properly of 
tlio men, wlio for the time being were 
able to possess themselves of them. It 
is not suggested that ,what Is now 
called "free love" was practiced by thc' 
ancient Greeks, but only that woman 
had not as yet risen to a plane uf 
equalit.v with man, .SIk- was the ceni- 
panion, the property, the wife in a 
.sense, the comrade, the controller 
-sometimes, of men, but never his equal 
in point of responsibility, of which In- 
diM'd the.v seem to have entircl.v ac- 
quitted hor. A Ivnowledge of the stat- 
us accorded to woman In the days pf 
ancient Greece enables us the bettor 
to understand many thiiig.s, 'whicii to 
our modern idea.s are ineomprelv^n- 
.iible. Helen of Troy may be' said to 
represent the type ei: woman in 
the days before the phllo.'sophy of her 
native land, the austen.'ness of Itome, 
and. lastly, the elevating tencfelicles of 
Christianity enabled her to rise to an 
equality In social economy with man. 



WHAT SOCIETY NEEDS. 



Several of the writers, whoso works 
are represented in tlio Bible, have told 
us that the fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom; but so far as 
wo are nwaro none of them has said 
that fe.'ir ',va:; the end rif wisdom 
a man ilor.s u.it steal li.'caii.'-e lie fears 
that he may be detected and sent to 
prison, wo may feel that our properly 
Is safe from him, but we would hardly 
rank lilm among the best oillzens. 
There is not very much difference In 
principle between "the fear of the 
Lord" and the fear of the law. because 
in both cases what Is meant Is fear of 
the con:a,'quenee;'., either physical or 
spiritual.

but from the dominance, of fear as the 
governing principle of our conduct. 
AVo may look upon the teachings of 
Socialists as unreasonable, Utopian, 
iiripracticable and dangerous; but we 
cannot shut our eyes to the fact that 
there must be something In the exist- 
ing organization of society which gives 
rise to tlioir propaganda. Socialism is 
not a disease of the body politic. It 
Is the effort of society to shako off a 
disease. The rash In a. case of measles 
Is not a. disease;'" it only Shows that 
the patient has a disease. If we would 
get rid of the rash we must euro tin; 
disease. AVe look uiion tlio source of 
social danger as something having its 
origin in the willingness of men to 
go just as far In the way of getting 
the bettor of tholr neighbors as the 
law will let them. Society has only 
attained the beginning of wisdom. It 
has laid down certain rules, and stands 
ready to punish those who are found 
guilty of violating them; but it has 
not yet reached the stage when it re- 
quires lhat nnin shall deal fairly by 
their neighbors because It is their dut.\' 
so to do. AA'hen wo do reach that 
stage, all social problems will solve 
themselves. The idea of private own- 
ership of property is not inconsistent 
with tho most advanced social devel- 
oi>mout. Notwlth-Miindlng the saying 
of Thomas .Tefl'ersoii and many others 
to tile same effeot, all moil are not 
born equal. AVc ail do not enter the 
world on an equality, and tho Ingenu- 
ity of mankind is not competent to 
tho evoliitlen ef iin,\- ]ilaii whereby 
equalltj- of Ijirih can be a.^sured. rfi'e- 
Ing that we do not start on an equal 
basis, perfect equality Is sometliing 
which cannot be hoiied for. It can 
liardly be necessary to say that we 
do not moan social eciuallty, and lhat 
the rofereiH'e is only to individual 
equallt.\'. Th" son of a king may start 
life under a far more serious handicap 
than tlie son of the humblest servitor 
in the court. Ho may to handlcaiipod 
witii the burdens inherent in the blood 
of one who has not lived rightl\'. AVe 
are refcrrln.g to equality of mental 
and physical quality. After this tho 
(luestlon of on\'lronmonfmust be con- 
sidered, and It is impossible that all 
children can grow up with perfect 
equality of environment. Hence when 
men and women reach the age of dis- 
cretion, they must Inevitably be divid- 
ed by wide differences, with which the 
gradations of sociel.v have compara- 
tively little to do. Hence also there 
must always be ^[Inequalities In posi- 
tion and in the possession of property. 
The only way in which those inequall- 
lles can bo so controlled that there 
will be something like a.n equality of 
happiness, is to abandon the religion 
of fear for one' of love. 

In the last sentence we have used 
tho word "reIi.i;ion" in the sense of 
Its derivation, that is as the law of 
obligation. AA'hen men learn to do 
right, not only because they fear to do 
wrong, but bocauso it Is a binding 
oldi,';atien upon them to O.o righ.t, \'.'e 
will have reached a social condition 
in which things will be upon as satis- 
factory a basis as we can hope to 
liave them In a world whore men are 
uneiiual b.v birth and environment. 
And this to us seems to bo the essen 
tlal of Christianity. There may be 
certain facts as to the life of the 
Founder of the Christian rollRlon 
which give sanction to His teachings, 
but neither society nor tho Individuals 
composing It win he saved by a belief 
in those facts. To roach the stan 
(lard wlilcli Ji^sus himself set wo must 
not only accei)t as true those things 
which arc taught concerning His 
birth, death and resurrection; we must 
rocnRnlzo that He propounded the; 
greatest of all trinns when He said 
tliat "love Is the fulfilling of the' law" 
and when He defined the preator and 
Father 6f the Universe and all that 
therein Is as "love." For love Is the 
consummation of wisdom, just .as fear 
Is the b(?giiiiiliig ,if It. ..'When we are 
able to look about us and f^ee our path 
of duty, not bocauso there are pitfalls 
and dangers on cither side of it, but 
If! be-eause it is ilhuiilm'd with tho ray.s 
"f divine lovi', then we have reached 
what Is porhai)s the highest stage to 
which we can hope to attain "wliiio 
this muddy vesture of decay doth 
closely hem us round." To this dlroc- 
tioii we think tli<^ teaching of the 
Church ought to he more closely di- 
rected than it now is. -\nioiig modern 
writers great anxiety is expressed as 
to what the future of the Church will 
be. The fear is expressed that It may 
become "femini'-ied," by which is 
iiie;nit lhat it iiia.\' become ;in institu-

No plant Is subject to wioro Insect 
enemies than tile rose. Aphla (green 
lice), worms, beetles and rose Chafers 
altiiek It ill turn, and prompt measures 
are required to. save tha rose crop. 
It Is good praetlpfl.1 .gardening to an- 
ticipate their coming and apply pre- 
servatives early In tho season, bolxiro 
they appear. Eltlier powdered lioUe- 
bo're of Persian Insect powder should 
be applied In tho early morning while 
the .i)lants are wet with dew. A small 
powder bellows affords llie best moans 
of .application. After aplils apiioar, 
the abovi! soapy solution, applied with 
force, will destroy them. Tobacco 
dust applied while tho bushes are wot, 
or, bettor still, ^tobacco tea, applied on 
both sldea of tho leaves will prove ef- 
tuctlv.e. Cold water turned on with 
force by a hoso washes off most of the 
Insects. - 

Tho rose slug, a slimy, greonlsh 
worrnliko post, appears in ^rcat iuVn-# 
bers In some season.-, eating tile green 
.substance from the leaves and leaving 
iinlv the skeleton, and rolibing the 
bush of all bc aiitv. .\iiv ot the insecli- 
chlcs. dust loi'in. will dc.'-trov these 
worm;; bv ru'lual contact, not other- 
wise. I'owdcrs ea.silv adhere lo them 
because ot their slunv nalnre, causing 
tlii'in lo succomb In a short time. 
When not too iiumenuis thoy may be 
ho 11(1 inched and dropped Into a vessel 
containing kerosene. 

Tlie lo.Ji. rhafer, iiv rose boello, the 
worst of tli(^ rose posts, Is not apt to 
bo troublesome except in sandy dis- 
tricts and in spots neglected and given 
over to weeds. Try hand plclslnpr in 
tho early morning while they nre slug- 
gish, or shaking them oft .at the same 
time into a solution of kerosene.

Cool<ing Vegetables 



AVhen string boan.^ arc very young 
it is only necessary to remove the ends, 
except occasionally when a portion 
of tho stalk adheres. For ohier beans 
it is not only necessary lo cut off the 
ends but to remove the stringy fibre 
down tho aide. Some people cook tho 
beans, full ..size, but a more dalnlv 
dish la servbd If, after stringing, thoy 
are out Into ' thin stripes longlluvlse, 
or obliquely, to form diamond-sliaiied 
pleco3. Have the water in tho sauce- 
pan boiling and slightly salted, put in 
tho beans and allow them to .boll very 
fast until tender, which will bo in 
about Ufioen or twenty' mlniites ac- 
cording to the age of the beans. When 
tender, these are delicious served siiii- 
pl.v with a few small jiats of butler 
placed on tho beans after they have 
been put In tho vegetable dish. Some 
prefer to aervo with a cream sauce. 

Green Peas 
Oi'ceii peas shoulil be lu'ocured as 
fresh as iiosslbic, and in tills regard 
our country cousins have tho advan- 
tage of us, iiiasiiincli as they are able 
Ito comply wllh the rule of the eon- 
nolascur, who says that only one hour 
.9hould elapse from the vine to tin.' 
table. Those who live in Hie country 
or others who have a kitchen garden, 
are to be envied, for tliere is iiotlilii.g 
so di'licious as green peas, fresh jilck- 
ed ,'iiul cooked at once. AVhen Hie 
pe.'is are fresh wash the pods before 
slielliiig; lilt; pease theni.-eives, liinv- 
t.'Ver. sliould never he washed after 
slielling. as some jieople erroneously 
,'ittenipt, for they arc absolutely clean, 
since the pods protect them from dirt 
.'ind Insects. Sometimes, late In tho 
.season, or when tho peaa hstve been 



Then soak It In cold water, well salt- 
ed, for ono hour. Drain tho allces 
from tho water, dry with ii kitchen 
cloth and dip each .slice In beaten egg. 
l'"ry on a hot pan, in butter, allowing 
the slices lo remain iinlll the inside 
is very soft and well cooked and the 
outside is browned. Care must bo 
observed that the outsldo does not 
brown too quickl.v, else tho centre ■will 
not be sufliclently^ cooked. 

■ Ba1<ed ' Egg Plant 

i\Iany contend that to be properly 
'.served and retain the flavor at It.i 
best, an egg iiiaiit should be baked. 
For this -wash ;ind -wipe drj', then cut 
in half and put in boiling water aud 
boil for about half an hour or until 
lender.' Now drain, cut hi small pieces, 
season with pepper and salt and add 
several good-sized pieces ot buUcr. 
Put tills into .-i baking di.-ih with 
lileiity of bread crumbs, rmt generous 
llecks of butter on top and bake in a 
qulcii oven until n golden brown. 

Beet Tops or Beet Greens 

As a vegetable there is scarcely any- 
thing so delicious ,'is the greens of 
youn.g l-ieols. Tln^ beets should not be 
larger than a wainul. and aiinuig the 
mes.^ will be fouml some upon which 
Ihe heels have scarcel.v fornied yet. 
Wash thoroughly in scvi^rai waters lo 
remove the grit and luissililc insects. 
If stilt is used in llic lirst, or, in f.'ict, 
any of the riiK-iing -waters, the insects 
will be forced from the coils of Hie 
leaves wlliloiil further trouble, llaiidio 
carefully so that the tender sliiri of the 
little beets will not hv.. broken, else 
this will cause the rich red juico to 
be lo.^L in cooking and the beets will 
;ippcar .almost white. Put lliem In 
boiling water whicli is well salted, cov- 
ering sufliciently and boil quiekiy for

long iiicked, the pods aro all withered 
and yellow, and It will then be neces- 
sary to soak them for an hour In cold 
Wilier, but do not shell thom until 
just before cooking. 

Hnvo the waler In tho kettle boil- 
ing, put in the jieas, h.aving tliom well 
covered and keep them boll}ng stead- 
ily, but do not put on a cover, as this 
method preserves the color. Salt 
ishould not bo .added until the pens 
aro nearly cookod. Some people add 
n few of the fre.-;h pods to the waler 
while boiling, as tliey consider that 
this adds lo the flavor. And again, 
when the peas are old, il is a good 
plan to add a little sugar while boil- 
ing. 

Stewed Peas in Turnip Cups 
This Is not only a very appi'ti/iliig 
but a -^'cry pretty-looking dl.^h as widl. 
noil as many while luniips as there 
aro T'crsons to be sei vcd, and scoop 
out the centres with a spoon or vegot- 
alile siioo|), leaving a wall ;ill around 
about Ihrce-riu.'irters 'if an inch thicU. 
Put a. ■-Jiniill pal of butler wllh pi'pjier 
and s.'Lit in each cup and lay them 
carefull.v o:i a jiie ))late, liicii iiiiL in 
liln oven lo ki^ep hot. 

Poll a siitllcienl quanlily of peas, 
slielling and boiling as directed, and 
aiUling sugar if Hie jieas are iiol A-ery 
sweet. Drain, but preferably b't^ tl"- 
waler evapor.'ite until tlii' iieas are 
nearly dry. Now bleiul loKellier oiu^ 
tablespoonfui of butler and a generous 
teasiioonfui of llpur and two table- 
s))o(mfiil.i of milk or cream, Season 
the peas .slightly with- salt and popper, 
alir in thn blended mlxturiq. until it 
tlilckons, then fill t)lO. tu'T.nl'p^ cups.

Shoes and Stockings 

The introduction of black ,'uid white 
shoes, tho black leather being docoupe 
over a soft white kid foundation, has 
created a fresh 'difficulty In the mat- 
ter of stocklng.s. Plack silk stockings 
although ill perfect taste, are ■wanting 
in originality, while pure while hose — 
which have been launched tentatively 
111 the world of dres.s — do not strike 
a t^atisfaclnry nolo. Tlie latest inno- 
vation is, iiowever, represented by 
dainty slockings of fine white silk 
heantlfiilly embroidered in black by 
lianil in small close designs, such as 
sprigs of fl.iwers, jielais or tiny stars, 
and Ihesi' look parliciilarly well ns an 
ac'compaiilmeiit to the new clinussiires 
In black patent h'aHier wllh iqipers of 
the supplest aiid softest white kid, the 
black gtllc laOQ with. Which these are 
fast onod-, being' pagsad thrdngll minute 
steel buckles and tied in small bows. 

l''or tb,o.^e to whom patent leather 
represents a form of torture wdiich no 
"suffering to be bc>aullfiil" can over 
.justify, a iK'iv dcscrliillon of lealher 
has been evolved, whlcli l.-i practically 
Identical with black kid, but l.s finlali- 
ed wdlli a parllcnlar lU'ocess so as lo 
slmulale the iuslroiis varnish of pa- 
lent leather Itsell". These iiro made in 
jiractlculiy overy kIiiiiio, among tho 
iicweat being those fashioned with five 
or si.t bars, 'each one being finely 
brogued and fastened with a tiny sloel 
or paste buttoni — , 
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Cooic Asparagus 

This dainty and delicious dish should 
be carefully and properly prepared and 
cooked so as to bring out tho delicate 
flavor. L:hoose asparagus with branch- 
es as nearly of a 'size as possible. It 
is be.st when freshly cut, but as it Is 
not possible for all of us to procure 
our vegetables from the garden, it la 
well to know a few polnta in tho selec- 
lion. Good fresh asparagus will ap- 
pear freshly cut on.: tho end, and tho 
heads wlU bo straight: - When the 
lu'ad.^ are bent' to- one side and, the cut 
end la brown and. ' dry the' a'iipara^jua Is 
stale. Although. it' Is best to use the 
asiiaragus directly after It Is' out. It, 
may be kept a day or two If the stalks 
are put In frosh water. 

Scrape each .stalk carefully, partlcu- ' 
lai ly all the while skin from' Hie lower 
end. He them up in bundles of not 
more tliiui twelve, then trim tho ends 
of the stems an oven length. If Hod 
in largo bundles the centres do not 
cook properly. Now let thom lie in 
cold water until it Is lime lo cook 
iheni. Have the ivator in tlio pot boil- 
ing bard, put in a handful of salt and 
add just sullielent lemon juIco or best 
white wine vinegar lo give it a sliglit 
but marked acid taste. Put in tho 
llllle huncliCi of asiiaragus and allow 
them lo cook briokly for about twenty 
niiiiiitcs or ao, according to the ago of 
the asimragus. Do not have a cover 
on the pot, as tho steam should escape. 
Some cooks add a lump of suciir to 
the boiling water, but this is u mat- 
ter of taste. 

Although tWa 1-3 the general method 
adopted for cooking asparagus, epi- 
cures frown It down as cooking one 
part too much and the, oj^oslte ond 
too little. They advocate a special pot 
deep enough to allow the bunched as- 
paragus to stand up straight, and nar- ■ 
row enough not lo let it fall over In" 
tho cooking. Wllh this is sold a tsmall 
frame for Ihc especial purpose-of 'Hold- ' 
Ing the stalks in position, ai'W this- fits 
convonienlly in tho pot., Uowcver, a ^ 
pot of tho explained slitqio should 
easily bo procured and will bo found 
useful when the regular ajparagua- 
cooker is not to bo had. I'lace tho an- 
paragus upright in tho pot, then pour 
in aufllciont boiling water lo reach to 
about two inches from the top, as the 
green heads should not bo covered wllh 
water. Put in a handful of salt. Let 
the waler Just reboil, then keep it 
simmering for thirty or forty mlnutea 
at least, by which time most of tho 
stalks will liave become lender and 
eatable, while tlio heads, which have 
only been steamed, aro cooked ju.^t 
correctly. If asparagus is cooked by 
the llrst method either every bit but 
just the green, heads la. too tough to 
eat, or If , this,, part "I'J'.o'poked until, 
fairly tender tlie bead^'are c6oked':'to'' 
threads and numberless amall p'iedes 
are floating loose in the. water. '.When 
tried, this upright ^method, . will .-. be 
■found' so:-, satisfactory that you will not 
go bock to the old way,' since so very 
much' more of the asparagus is edible. 

Jjift- the asparagus out of the water 
as soon as It la cooked, and after, 
draining lay on a napkin whlcb;'"jjas 
been triply folded. Epicures who 'cook'' 
their asparagus in tills manner con- 
sider it very bad form lo '.iierve it on 
toast, claiming that this method Is a 
relic of barbarism dating from tho 
lime when cooks did not understand 
h(jw to drain their vogclablea proper- 
ly. Asparagus should never be left In 
the water in which it has been cook- 
ed, but should bo lifted immedlatolv. 
even though it is not all to bo served 
at once, for leaving it In the water 
will surely turn the vegcttible sour. 

It Is best to servo the sauco for tho 
asiiai'agus separately unless ono is cor- 
laln that all prefer ono particular l<lnd, 
for tastes differ, and while one may 
prefer 'simply ]ilaln oil and vinegar 
with a seasoning of salt and jiejiper, 
others may desire a very elaboyala 
.^auce. Generally a drawn butter", or 
creamed sauce Is passed around -In a 
gravy boat, and sometimes . "oUed 
butter," which is simply melted'' but- 
ter '.seasoned with pepper and salt A 
delicious sauce Is ^auce mousseuso, or 
foamy sauco. This, Is mado by stir- 
ring Into half a gill of boiling water 
pepper, salt and nutmeg until tho 
water is very strongly 'seasoned, then 
put in tlio yolks of . two eggs, well 
beaten; whisk this at the side of tho 
stove, but under no condition lot It 
boll. Take two large lalilespoonfuls 
of butler. AViu'k this In the sauce a 
little at a timi!, wiilsking It all to a 
cream. Now add a aquee/.e ot lemon 
juice, whi.ik again and serve. 

A very dainty way ot serving as- 
paragus when It is very plentiful (if 
an occasion liko Ibis ever arrives) Is 
lo cut the asptiragus heads Into small 
pieces and cook these in 'sailed water 
for eight or ten minutes. Now stir to- 
gether over tho lire till hot, halt ii 
gill of cream nnd two teaspoonfuls of 
good while sauce, add to this the yolks 
of two eggs, stirring until It Is well 
blended. Wlien Hie asparagus hn.-i 
been well drained add it to Hie sauce, 
allowing about a pint monsuro of tho 
cut up and drained asparagus to the 
quantitv of m'^:o just given. ,Spir9ad 
It on a plate and lot it OOOl. ,When 
perfect Iv cold shape this mixture into, 
lilHe round iialls, having the handS' 
well iloui'cd; roll them In egg, then Iri 
bread or cracker crumbs and fry a 
golden brown in plenty of hot fat. This 
can very easily bo converted Into a 
(bdiclous breakfast dish by mixing In 
a liltlo minced sweetbread, ham or 
tongue "vvlth the asparagus and flavor- 
ing with a pinch of minced chives.

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FIVE MONTHS pF BLOOM FOR ROSES

Among tho host of roses there are a 
score or so that rank amongst the 
choicest and moat popular of summer 
I'lowerinff cUmbcrs, yet somoliow tho 
word "roses" tlous not conjure up those 
vines. Among ihem wo get wide nuiKe 
o£ brlglit colors wllli ploasing ivai;- 
rance, tosollier with tlie I'acl llial lUey 
arc roses. Tlu-rc is a sublle charm in 
thai alone, and when the ease ot cul- 
tivation i.-j also considered, It is some 
wonder that they are not more com- 
monly esteemed. 

In recent years the introduction of 
many hybrid climbing roses has served 
to direct attention to the possibilities 
of this class of plants for pillars, and 
especially verandas. Some of these 
newer kinds have special merit, but 
tlio older ones are by no means to be 
forgotten. Wo can now have climbing 
roses in flower continuously from June 
to October, inclusive. * 

There are three distinctly- marked 
ijroups of climbing roses. 

1, Alultiflora, flowering in J^me. 

'J. Setlgera, flowering In June. 
' 3. Wlchuralan, ' flowering from July 
to September. 

The last named group has become 
available only since 1803, and some 
of its more recent hybrids promise to 
extend tlie season of bloom right up 
to frost. The hybridist has been very 
actlvo In blending varieties of these 

■ .three groups so that the lines of divi- 
,slon are rapidly becoming less clearly 
marked. 

Nv'iinout a doubt the jiopular Crim- 
son Raml;lor, tho best known variety 
of this earliest flowering group, is also 
the best dark red flowered climber, 
and gave a great impetus to ])illar 
plantmg for llower effect. It comes 
into bloom in June but it is, unfor- 
tunatel\', very liable tu mildew. 

Very lrt<o it and flowerln;; about ten 
days earlier, just when iho rose Ijugs 
are abundant, is Philadelphia, but it 
is not so liable to mildew. .So yon 
may take your ctioicc according to 
conditions. The best pink rose of this 
same type is Dorothy Perkins. 

Pink Reamer contests the place of 
lionor among the pinK-flowered vari- 
ties, but the blossoms arc small, tliough 
so very numerous that the plant In lis 
season Is a solid mass of bloom. An- 
other drawback Is that it is greatly 
relished by the rose bug, which seems 
to attack it with especial vigor, it 
flowers In eai-ly June. Other gooti 
of the Rdinbler - typo are Dawson 
(double) and Wedding ^ells (semi- 
double, pink' with white centre). 

TUe best whlto rose of this type is 
the White Bambler (Thalia) and the 
'best yellow' is thfe Yellow Kambler 
" (Aglala). Both flower at almost (lie 
same time as Crimson Rambler, pos- 

■ slbly a few days later. 

Helent Is a deep-rose color, smgle 
-ti.'d very fragrant. Thl.s last greatly 
'resembles the type Rosa multitlora, 
which produces Us profusion of pure 
■white flowers In Immense trusses about | 
the middle of Juno. 

The second group, or intermediate 
tilooming cllniblng roses, or nuilti- 
fioweved group In July, are also dc- 
,rlvatlves from our beautiful native 
' Tiralrlo rose (Kosa setlgera). llie t>pe 

• itself Is on'6 of the most satistaetory 
of all plants for covering rocks, icnccs 

.or walls. It is very hardy, is not pa - 
•tlcular as to soil, and, as would nat- 
urally bo expected of a native plant, it 
will l^irlve in situations where all 
other soses fall utterly. , 

Although these roses are easy to 
Brow, too much care and . attention 
cannot be given to tho selection ot ii ^ , 
proper site, and to the preparation ot T 
the soil at the outset. These provided, ] I 
other' material factors can be ii ^er- | f 
ward remedied to a certain e.Meut. , f 
Ffrst of all stands location.

.nought. Sunshine Is essential; '■>'l'";^'-' i t 
to the .sun all day is not absolutely ♦ 
necessai-v, but is better. The roses j t 
should be given protection Irom tbo,^ 
nrevaiUng summer winds of the lo- 
cality, but this must be sulliciently 
remote to interfere in no way with a 
free supply of air. 

• Roses must have air and plenty ot 
it If the ground is slightly raised 
above the surroundings all tlie better; 
thorough drainage mu^t^ 1''^' 'secured m 
some manner, as to plant roses in a 
cold, damp soil, or in a low sp.jt where 
surface water settles is simply to sae- 
riliee the iilants. rn.ler such e(,n<U- 
llons Ihev will .|uickly succumb to 
mildew. Pkiiiting in a shady siiot 
under the drip of trees will also result 
in mildew. On a cold soil (a still, 
clayey loam that retains moisture I 
liave found that ample drainage and 
conscfpient warming of tlie soil can be 
provided l)v about mie fool ol broken 
bricks, clam shells, coarse cinders, or 
in fact, anvtliing of a hard nature that 
is large enough to allow the water to 
filter thioiigh. 'I'hls material is put 
ill the Ixittom of the trench, two or 
llirec feel down, and covered with 
something to prevent the soil clogging 
lip tlie interspaces. Sphagnum moss 
answers admirably, but anything of a 
like nature will do. 

Roses revel in deep, well-enriched 
soil and 1 have yet lo hear of any one 
getting a bed too rich for roses. Thor- 
oughly tromli the soil three feet deep 
and add lo every two cubic yards of 
earth one cubid yard of manure. Cow 
manure is tho best but any good farm- 
vard mannro will do. As the top, or 
surface, has most fertility, It Is turned 
to the bottom In the trenching, which 
should bo done, at tho very least, six 
\veeks before planting — ten weeks is 
better— to give the ground an oppor- 
tunity to settle before planting. 

Climl)lng roses do not need much 
pruning but one cannot afford to ne- 
glect them altogether,.' Merely remove 
the dead wood and th'o very wetik 
"hoots and out" back on tho previous 
season's growth far enough to get a 
couple or thr^e -good, strong breaks, 
but do not let the plant carry more 
wood than It can ^utiport. If a plant 
iH in good health it needs very little 
pruning, but if It Is not growing satis- 
factorily, tnd there is no questl.m as 
to Its having plenty ol nourishment, 
"nrune It severely'. In such a case, cut

remove one <ir two of the oldest shoots 
to nia,ko room, for the newcomers. If 
a greater ' height is wanted. these 
young canes must bo ^.cut out Imme- 
diately, as nearly yall;' the strength of 
the plant is. directed- toward their de- 
velopment. 

There Is just one caution to he 
given here; make sure that the plant 
is growing on its own roots before 
training up the new suckers, because 
with grafted plants the ro'Ot suckers 
must be removed. 

Tho rose Is not a natural climber; 
it can ramble over low shrubs, large 
lioulders and such things, but when 
grown about n \-(>randali pillar, it 
mus.l bo artificially siipp(U-ted by tying 
up occasionally as it grows. This i.s 
more satlsfaclor.N' tlian Ignoring it un- 
til the end of the growing season. It 
is then a hard job to straighten nut 
the badly tangled or twisted shoots, 
and the wind is likely to break them 
when they are very long. 

Never lot one shoot grow upright 
for too long 11 period, or get very far 
ahead of the olhers. If .\oii de, the 
strongest or le.-nling shoot will receix'e 
the greatest (|uantit\- of the sap and 
tile plant, by throwing its sirenglli 
to the top, will soon l)i'Come nude at 
the base. 

Kor training roses. I prefer to nsi^ 
staples, as the plants mako but few 
branches and they are easily removed, 
which is a convenience in the case of

Transplanting may. be> 'done at nl- 
mOst. any .'time, ^^except r'aurlhg / the 
period of- actual growth '(Juno and 
July) If the plants aro severely prun- 
ed, for they will f|ulckly start growth 
from the young eyes. Spring, Innv- 
ever, is the best time, and the earlier 
the lu'tter, ami even tlanigh planting 
under Dm !i!"st favoral.>le conditions it 
is advisable tt> ]irnne well. 

A rpiick start counts for niiieh in 
planting and H will help greatly to 
throw a haudl'ul of fe'rlilizer in the 
ground near the roots, but not in ac- 
tual contact. If growth docs not start 
fpiickly, tho wood hardens. 

Young plants of roses can be raised 
by layering In early spring (April). 
Use llewering wood and make a clean 
cut about half way tbrongh the sho.it 
to be l.i\'ere(l, just below an v\C, and 
bend the shoot down to the ground, 
fastenhig it with pegs or stones. Place 
a handful of sharp sand around the 
cut and keep it well watered. It will 
quickly make roots and may be sever- 
ed from the parent plant In about four 
to six weeks. 

Roses, generally speaking, are not 
any hkito subject to Insect attacks 
than aro any other flowering shrubs. 
Tho worst post is the rose bootle, 
which, however, also attacks other 
shrubs that flower about the same 
(hue. l'"orl niiately, Its season is short, 
and !\r-- luosl iti' the I'linibini;' roses 
flower later th.-ui the nrdinai'y garden 
kinds, the.'.- escape un toiielieil.

A .4"ood ri'med.x- is flowers of sulphur 
lilown (Ml the piaiU with a small bel- 
lows <ni ,-1 gooil bright day. but spra.\-- 
iu.g with pitassinm sulphide (live 
ounces lo ten g.-UIoiis of water) is bet- 
ter, to my mind, l)eeause if windy tho 
sulphur blows trom the foliage. Spray-

Tho single, rich pink flowers are 
produced in great numbers all at one 
time, so that the plants become veri- 
table wreaths of bloom which last for 
about two twoeka. As a trailing plant 
allowed to fall over a trellis or ('"am- 
bef down tho front of a deep bank, I 
do not know anything that is nioro 
pleasing than tho iiralrie rose (Rosa 
setlgera).

Almost imiridlatoly after tho intro- 
duction of tlie memorial rose, many 
rose growers busied themselves la

markable accessions to the list of 
climbing roses. 

In my opinion, without any cxeei)- 
tioii, the ver.\-' best siiigle-fiowered 
rose for showering, or fall trainin.g, is 
tile Jersc'y lieanly, the bUissoms of 
which arc two to three inches across, 
cream.v white in color, with a ver.\' 
prominent mass of pale yellow stam- 
ens, and a black disc in tin; centre. 
This \-arii'ty has tile iiet'Uliarlty of 
closing il.'s flowers at iiigiit lime, 
opening tlieni again the following 
morning. l''or a double roae of the 
same type, grow Manda's Triumph. 
The flowers aro sweetly scented, 
pointed in tho bud and tho blbomlng 
Iperlod extends over two months, from 
July to September.

As a good, free-flowering, yellow 
rose, (MInibln.g Perle dcs .lardins is my 
favorite, although there _are identy of 
other roses which will "give richer 
color, as, for instance, Revc d'Or and 
Cloth of Gold, typical old-fasliioncil 
roses. 

In llie south, the two baiiksla roses 
ma,\- be grown outdoors, but In the 
north llu'y are generally available only 
in greenhouses. Tlie.\- ai'e \-cry free 
growln.g and produce^ trusses of flow- 
ers, which ha\-,' a marked odor of vlo- 
b'ts, the individuals not iH'iug more 
than a half inch across. The foliage 
is shiny and of about the same size 
as that of tho memorial rose, but of 
thinner texture.

Gloiro de Dijon is perhaps the har- 
diest of tho tender climbing rSses and 
it does excellently, trained on a trellis, 
for a comparatively short time.

Very tender roses trained on tho 
ou1.'<lde of a V(Man<la or building, and 
which arc subjected to heavy, ilrlp in 
winter, need sjieeial attention.. They 
are best talieti rlown, all the branches 
being tied t.igetlier, and bent down to 
the ground and covered with five <u- 
six inches of earth; this, in turn, wiien 
slightly frozen, is covered' with some 
loose stable litter, or leaves. Treated 
thus, it Is surprising what very tender 
varieties may be grown in very ex- 
posed situations. Vor Instance, I have 
had- Mareehal I'JIel and Reine Marie 
Henrlotte growing on a veranda on 
Long Island. Injury from drip , may 
also be prevented by wra.pplng 'lu! 
more hardy varieties in burlap, or

- Never prune in the' fall, if .the plants 
are to be covered^ as sometimes the 
topmost eyes will push out Into life 
and be injured by late frosts. 

Feeding old established plants th.il 
have exhausted the. soli can be ac- 
complished In early spring, by^spadiug 
under a dressing of four or five inches 
of manure, and o.fter 'the buds burst 
and just before a rdin, glvo a dress- 
ing of fertilizer in which bone i.s the 
principal Ingredient.

INSECTICIDES FOR JULY 



'I'he month of July is a busy one for 
the amalenr gtirdciior who means to 
gel the better of the Insect host says 
the Garden Jlagnzlno. ■ These posts 
make their lirst big and insistent at- 
taelc at this time .iiul unless they are 
rounded up sharply, all tho care given 
to the early raising of the plants will 
be 1,-ibor lost. 

. l':)very gardener should have ready 
a supply of Paris green or n'rsenato of 
lead. These two poisons, or one of 
them, wdll bo nrnetically sufllcicnt to 

attack all the insects that chew the 
loaves or flowers. Wlialo oil' soap or 
kerosene emulsion is to bo used I'or 
green fly and nil other lice. The oj-- 
ster shell Ijaik louse takes lis tra\'els 
ftbroad during Juno and all fruit and 
ornamental trees where it is present 
slioidd lie sprayed wltii one of these 
siilistanei-s. White- scale on roses, the 
pear leaf mite, and the oca louse must 
be looked for daily. 

Whale oil soap olfiM's ;in eas.v means 
of maliimj an emulsion tind costs 
about fifteen i-enls a pounil. A pound 
cake will make abinit six gallons of 
solution. Kerosene oipnlsion can bo 
made by using ft soap like Ivory, and 
milking a thick paste , with warm 'wa- 
ter and then mixing In thoroijghly one 
(;allon of kerosene to ton or more gal- 
lons of tho soapy water. It. Is rather 
trouiilesomc to llioroughly emulsify 
k-eroseue, and very much more eouveii- 
lenl to buy one of the ready-prepared 
emulsions, .sold in the seed .stores. 
Which can be -diluted with water as 
^rciiulred. It costs about a . dollar a 



gallon (65- per cent oil); and .ptio-gaP; 
Ion will make anywhere froni nlho> to, .' .-'^ 
twenty- live of emulsion for use 

If the iiarlecpiin bug apejiars on 
melon and soiuush vines, make an ex- 
tra strong soap mixture for him, using ^ 
one and one-half pounds to a gallon 
of water. 

The. best poison for all cliewing 
insects is arsenic. Vou can be sure of 
killing the worm if you can get liim 
to cat a grain of Paris green, but Paris 
green is not .an i-.easy, ■. tiling to apply, , 
especially in watdr'^vvnlott'iis- much the 
most con'venient vehiolb- for .the ama* 
tear. In fact, you CRn''t . dls'splyc. It. 
A much more practlcail ■ substance.' !.ls 
lead arsenate; it sticks on the foliage ■ 
longer, but unfortunately it gives tho 
Iilants the appearance of having hnd . 
mlUiew, because lead arsenate is white. 
However, this objection has recently 
been overcome in a specially pre- • 
pared form which has ii green color. 
This costs about twenty cents a poiiml 
which is sulTlcienl lo make about .ten 
gallons of solution except, of course, 
when you arc i)esler(Ml (as you aro 
bound to be, es]u^eially if ,vou aro on 
s.'indy soil) with tiial arcii enemy of 
flowers, the rose chafer. Those arson- 
ate .preparations, will kill the- rose 
chafer but they must be used at dou- 
ble the normal strength and they must 
be used frequently right' 6n, or in the 

flowers. 

Look out also for the currant worm, 

.«;iw fl.\-, grape berry moth, eatworm o;^ 
corn, potato bug. pear slug plum our- 
enlio and tomato worm. All of thCSO 
can be killed l.)y the arsenates. 

.\fter the strawberr.\- eron gather- 
ed siiray the bed for leaf blight using 
nordeaiix mixture. Most timatoura 
balk at the use of Tiordeaux mixturo . 
because It is decidedly troublesome to 
prepare but it, can be bought almost 
read\- for use 4n very convenient pow- 
der or paste forms. The. paste form Is 
perliaps the better of the two but the ' 
experiment stations say It Is not. so 
offectlvo as tho freshly made article; 
all the same it has a' reasonablv sat- 
isfactory effect and that is all the 
amateur wants. To make up ffir Its 
lessoned value use a little more of It. 
One Dound of the iiastc will make 
fifl.v .gallons of sjiraying mixturo and 
shoulfl not cost more than a dollar. 
Use it wherever a fungus disease 's 
expected also for the striiied beetle 
on meioiis by adding a little arsenate 
of lead to it and on potatoes for ' tho 
(lea beetle.

made entirely of brass (and brass or 
copper Is an essential except that for 
ammonia iron Is used) which holds . a .

of jialls or tubs, but by far the best' 
thing is one of the many forms of . 
high-pressure spray pumi)s from which- 
a cinitlnnous jet is produciHl. The.s.e 
var.v ill size from easily portable forms, 
holding onb' a few gallons, up to ma- . 
chines tluit reipilre two horses to , 
liiiul them, and tlio prices range ac- , 
cordlngly from afiout live dolhirs up to 
hundreds. 

The amateur who really means to 
get the best results should not lie.sl- 
tate al.iout spending a few dollar.s on 
getting a good .spray pump and tmo 
that has extension rods, by which . 
the spray can bo easily carried to the 
lops of high trees Will be well worth 
file extra dollars. 



TRANSPLANTING DEVICE 



During the hot weather one often 
wishes to transplant seedlings and 
plants but is deterred by fear of los- | 
Ing the plants or tho work is need- 
lessly delay<-d by waiting for a rainy 
day. 

i-lere is a iilan I have tried and found 
successful for severa.l years. In tiie 
spring 1 save all the rakiu.gs of gra.^s 
and leaves ami li.'ave tluMn in a iiilo 
lo make leaf-mold. Wlien 1 wish to 
do any Iransiilautlng I dig either a 
trench or a sories of holes, as the 
Iilants i-eciuiro, about two inches lower . . 
tiiaii most of tho plant's roots -will • 
come. - , . " —". ■'• <'■•"> "';'••'} 

Then I take some of those pattly- do- - 
composed leaves and put .them ;fiija 
pail and wet the leaves'; thbrbughly, 
and place a" layer of ithem about an- 
Inch and a lialf thick in": the- bottom 
of the trench or hole arid then level 
the ground, filling in with (,he dirt . 
previously removed. 1 .set out the 
plants then just as anyone does earlier 
in the siu-ing. using a dibble to mako 
the holes for roots. 

The wel leaves put the molsturo 
Vi'liere the plant wants it — at its 'roots, 
and the soil is not made in a hanl 
cake around the roots, which luippens 
oi'dinarily when water is poured into 
a treneli. B.v capillary attraction the 
srdi becomes moist all around tho 
plant, but renmins loose, and the leaves 
hold the moisture for several days, 
ac'iiig much like, a sponge. It -is also 
a gieal suving in water, wliich i.s an 
Important item wherever It Is costly or 
has to be carried by hand a. consider-- 
able dlstdnco. "'V.^^' . ' 
■ '.Of course," dric iriust be very careful 
in . digging; up' the plants to get as 
riiariv of the roots' as possible, and bo 
cs|)eclally caroftil not to expose leaves 
or root.9 to the wind or sun durmg 
transplanting. 

By tills method I lutvo done trans- 
plautliig even In . the morning of hot 
days and seldom mot with a loss, if) 
the day is very hot I put .something up 
lo shelter the , plants this first day.— i 
Marie I. DoGraff. , . .

The advantage of lialching chicks 
early lies In getting llie pullets ma- 
tured so they will begin laying in tlie 
fall and lay through tlie winter when 
eggs are high priced. 

'fills Is a great advantage for tlicl . 
market poultryman who seeks to make I V'^"- 
money from tlie sale of eggs at currentj V'"*^' 
rates. JAir the fancier who desires lowl;- 
to sell eggs for breeding purpose.^, or 
.stock lo bo used in breeding pens, early 
laying Is a detriment rather than an 
advantage. 

The fancier docs not seek winter 
eggs. He wants eggs wlieii the d 
jnand for hatching purposes is on. 
makes no effort lo secure winter eggs, 
altliougli very often he lias a large 
surplus of them, Ijecause ho must feed 
his' hens in such ■ a way as lo keep 
them .in vigorous condition, and this 
^ucthod 'Of feeding produces the very 
.results ho is not seeking — the produc- 
tion of eggs In winter. 

We liave pullets hatched late In last 
July which are now in, full laying. 
They began In February and the pro- 
duction Increased until now they are 
ju'oducing eggs In (luantities, at a tinio 
"When lliey are \\orth much for hatch- 
ing iiiirpiises. These pullets have not 
.been weakeiietl by long laying, the 
eggs they piutluee are slrojig in for

They are not quite so excellent as 
xcgetables, but they will serve the 
purpose In the absence of anything 
bettor and when thus used o(\ualize 
to some extent the loss their growth 
in the garden cost you. 



absolutely necesfiary,- .preventing anit 
e.xierminaimg parasitic and other In- 
sect posts, anr at the same time eating 
as a disinfectant. In all houses where 
poultrj' is kept, Its value can not bo 
over-estimated, and where used fre- 
quently, insect life Is practically ex- 
tinct. Jhiki! as follows: Mix unslack- 
ed lime and water till thev are of a 
consistency of .gruel; then add a small 
quantity of carbolic acid lo extirpate 
any insects that may exist, and finally 
a little soft soap, to make the white- 
wash stick. This mixture ' Is then 
ready for application to the building 
and should be applied evenly with a 
Jjrush, and well worked Into all cor- 
ners and crevices, thus leaving no un- 
touched space for Insect life to hoard. 

Jt is important that turkeys should 
have a wide range. The birds are na- 
tives of the Willi forests and they have 
not beini fully weaned from a desirr: 
to roam over a large section of coun- 
try. Ill raising turl<eys on the farm 
provisions sliould bo made to allow 
them to run at will all over the place, 
If ^■ou have alfalfa flelQs for theni to 
roam In, It will be all the better for 
both the alfalfa and the turkoys, for 
they will rid It of the grasshoppers 
and Inigs that prey upon it. Wide 
range insures a variety of food and 
that is Important in the production of 
lioults. I'he blrils will become sickly 
if fed only one ki)i<! of I'ooil, while 
they will uinki> rapid growlli if given 
a variety, notwithstanding -rite fact 
that the different feeds may contain 
Iiraetically llie same food elements, 
'i'hen a wide range, in a grctit meas- 
ure, prevents the inereuse of panisitrs. 
Tharo .la nothtng that 'hinder ,!iie 
growth of the poults more than jiara- 
sltes. which Increase very raiildly 
when the young turkeys are conflneil 
lo small areas. In giving the birds a 
wide range, it slionid lie remembered, 
liowe\-in-, llial they cannot stand an 
excessive anioiinl of damiuiess. 'I'liey 
should not be given their liberty while 
there Is a heavy dew on the ground or 
Immediately after a rain.

Since wrong feeding will cause dis- 
ease of the bod.v, it will also cause 
disease of the flcoco. It may seem a 
little iiiuisual to apply the term "dis- 
ease" io liie fleece, but suidi is the 
case. A Williams, the leading siieep 
r.-ilser of New Uamnshlrc. says that 
there arc at least three diseased coii- 
dilions of the wool, till of which are 
due to Improiier feeding Jind care. 

Perliaps the mo.st common disease Is 
wool-break. ThI.s can only be told, by 
shedding a lock. When this' is done 
the llbre will breaelc at. J.l>e weakest 
place. . The trouble Is; caused by ex- 
posure and Improper nourishment. At 
first the' weak spot will bo near the 
skin, but It will 'be calrrled tiiong witli 
the growth of the wool. AVhen a sec- 
ond exposure occurs, nr a second per- 
iod of Insufficient feeding there will 
he a second weak pl;ice in I he lice

pounds of oil meal. l'\>eil about a gal- 
lon to each 1 000 pounds of live weiglit. 
twice e;ieli day. At the other feed 
■isod I ^''^ *' tliroe ears of corn for each 1000 
I iiouiids of live weight. These amount's 
are, of cour.so, 'for the. mare that Is 
not doing hard work. If she. Is used 
as a work liorsi'. more tif the mixture 
should bi' gi\-eii and iiioi-e eorn sliould 
lie taken into ilie r.-iiioii. In addi- 
tieii to this slie sliould lia\-e all the 
clean, liriglit luiy lliat she desires.

"Great care should bo taken that 
they do not got foot sore by driving," 
says A. J. Peek.

If 
a heavy shoe Is u.sed, the colt Is liable 
to get leg weary and lilt .himself. 

I favor tips properly, put oh thr 
colts, as a protection around the toe is 
all that is necessary for '.'a colt to pre- 
vent Injury- with •'ordinary, use. 

In putting on tlps'.'lt ..should pass 
around two- thirds the way : to the heels,

There is a great deal in 
tile "milk-shape" of ;i cow, and the 
sliaiie is very prominent even in tlie 
i milk shajie, then feed and care will go 
!a loirg way toward niakin.g the calf a 
Igood milker when it matures. 
I i''lrsl, feed Is the most important. 
|No mailer bow pi'oinishig liie calf may 
Ihe at birth, it can not continue that 
I way if some of lis organs are starved 
for want of jiroper food, while others 
are overfed. 'I'he calf should have a 
balanced ration. A feed wiiieli cou- 
liiiiis loo iiuu'li tat-formlng food and 
very lillle bone and Ilesh- forming ep.- 
nients will soon have the most promis- 
ing calf In a run-down condition. .\ 
ration of corn alone, or a ration of 
oats- alone, or any other single feed, 
win overfeed some, organs and starve 
others. Tho a-nlmal-. needs a variety. 
A good ration for a calf that'ls Intend- 
ed for tin- dairy cow Is one part corn- 
ineiin, one part bran, jiuil one part oats 
chop. About one pound of this mlx- 
luro should he fi-d each day for one 
hundred pounds of live weight, in ad- 
dition lo this it should iKi\-e all the 
clover bay or green grass it desires. 
If the calf has plenl\- of iiaslure during 
siiiiimer, the ration may be re- 
duced lo a lis If iioiiinl for i-ach one 
liundred pounds of live weight. Tills 
grain ration, of course, Is in eoiinec- 
lioii with Ihe neeessai'N- sweet skimmed 
milk, to whicli should be added a lit- 
tle giiilen meal. ' 

Care is llie second essenllai in llie 
making of a good milch <'ow out of 
the calf. The fi'eding sliiiuld he uni- 
form ami regular. Do not feed today 
and starve the calf tomorrow and ex- 
pect it to make a rocord-breaking 
]• niilcli cow. Itocord breakers arc made 
by constant and regular care. The 
feed should bo whole.'some and' clean, 
and the i|iinrtors .should bo clean, to 
keep the calf healthy. 

The farmer or iiairym;iii should 
select the calf which promlHos to be a 
good milker; then by proper feoding 
and caro ho will have but little trouble 
In developing an animal whldi will not 
him a good prollt.— Pacific Homestead. 



WORTH KNOWING 



"Where doctors differ," says an old 
saw, "the patient may get well." Ar- 
guing- along parallel lines. It may bo 
inferred that where good authorities 
o,n' exact English style disagree, the

Thus it is demonstrated that when 
a man ocupies a milking stool for tho 
!)Urpos(! of extracting tlie universal 
nourishaient Ironi the interior of a 
cow, he "sits," though when an In- 
discrlminiitlng and passionate hen has 
a fondness lor concealing :i eggs ' , be- 
neath hor feather.s, "she "sets."- • 

For a similar reason— which Is no 
reason at all — when a ship or a scow 
Is hauled up at the front of a pier she 
"lays." though" whenever a' man goes 
to bed he "lies,"-, though unfortunately, 
lying abed Is not tho only way a man 
can lie, and sonic of them are far 
moi'e gifled when on llieir feet. 

But at this lime of the yetir a good 
many breeders find plenty of time to 
conlemplatu whether the word is used 
rightly or wrongly, for they are con- 
tinuously put ill njliid of the fact that 
a delermlned hen 'tha.t w^nts to:set Is 
raiiier a liard p'ropo^"ltlon;' . ! -■• ; 

And yet — -which seldom. Is. the. ca'se' — 
does she get the sympathy ;she ' de- 
serves, tor It Is tho setting, hen that 
has shelled out all the eggs during the 
months when eggs were at a premium, 
and now as she is done laying and her 
s.vstem exhausted by the effort slie\ 
wants to incubate and nature has 
provided tills habit to prevent a total 
coliaiise. 

-Vnd whellier llie breed Is a breed 
thai gels broody or not, it docs not 
mailer, as the a\-erage hen of ail 
breeds when the liller is laid takes a 
rest for a ])eriod; It Is nature's way 
and it cannot lie helped. 

All the liigh record hens without ex- 
ception make poor breeders .and tho 
eggs, after a continuous strain oh her 
system, and forcing It for this 'record, 
will not hatch, anil when they do, the 
chicks comes out puny and weaklings; 
it is the very height of foolishness- to 
expect good results tu come from a 
lien In which o\-erijroductlon ot eggs 
has been the chief aim all winter, lu 
the spring such eggs are of no value 
to produce chicles from of any merit 
wliatevor. 

To secure best results, breeding 
stock should never be forced for egg 
production. 

It . Is always well , to give valuable 
stock a chance to set whenever they 
become broody, for ■ If this muph needed 
rest Is refus^od, the system is weak- 
ened. 

^\nd this Is not by any means tho 
only ill that comes from breaking up 
tile hen from selling, for though this 
may be acconiijllslied, and she again 
will begin to lay a few more eggs, un- 
til slie again becomes broody, and 
again slie is broken u|), and again a 
few more eggs are laid, but then the 
damage is done, for when she ought to 
go into her moult, she "hangs" in it, 
iind when slie docs finally, begin to 
shod her feathers, it is late in tho sea- 
son, her system is weak, and she goes 
Into winter, quarters with an uneom- 
■plbted'coat'.of feathers, and \vhcn you 
want, hor for ' exhibition :jSho is not In 
condition, and..>ithls ^is ' the. direct re- 
sult from breaking up. a b'roody hen. ' 

Where tho stock is kept for market 
IHirposes it may bo said that it will 
not mailer, as the bird generally Is 
Killed in liic llall, and yet 1 cannot but 
help feel tliat the lew eggs gained are 
not enougli compensation for the 
trouble taken to break licr up, and 
the carcass does not show up as well 
either, which Is a proven fact. 

Another mistaken idea that has ben 
advocated extensively is that a male 
bird kept over one season and then 
mated tliu next will produce better re- 
i^ults. r . , 

This Is ^allKoy,' and tlie ttlrdAvlUlndt 
breed any better the second season" If 
he was not used as a cockerel; In fact, 
we are lirmly convinced that if It was 
not for the sake of keeping the plum- 
age in sliaiie ho would be as well off 
if loft iill llic yciir round with the fo- 
niale. 

An old l.)ird is a sniiro and a delus- 
ion, an.; when a nuiie bird is one year 
old he is at his best, and when two 
years old, he begins to fiiil in his at- 
tention to tile females. 

There are two sciisons in which a 
mulo bird is ^strong and capable, the 
first and the- second, and after tha.t he 
goes backward. , 

This, does not say that he becomes 
impotent, but it is acldoni that "fie 
will fertilize the eggs. until late la 'the 
season, and then he will not be able 
to give iittontlon to more than a very 
few foiiiiiles. 

It is worthy of notice that Hiirri- 
son ^\'eir mentions a Game cock that 
li\-cd for seventeen years iind kept 
l)otent till the end of his days, bul: 
this is slmiily a remarkable case and 
I sliould doulit if well authcnticiLted by 
fiicts. 

Sepai'iite your male chickens as 
soon as ycni can recognisa them, from 
the fenuile chickens. Tlicy will do, 
better, both imile and female. 

But If you wait till they- ge.t : .too 
large and liegin lo trouble the"pullots 
and then separate they w'lll hot do' as 
well. It would be even bfetter.. then to 
leave the birds you had selected with 
the pullets. 

1 hiive seen male youngsters pine 
iind refuse lo grow when separated 
too late, iind it is siiriirlsing wluit ,a 
I'lss in size- will be Uk! result, 

I ina.\- also say to those that intend 
lo exiiiiiil ill the fall shows, put your 
cockerel willi a few foiiuiles a wecic 
or two before the exhibition, and you 
will be delighted lo see the ebiinge It 
will make in liiiii. lie seems lo fill out 
and grow and put on sliitiire Ihiil can- 
not be gained In iiny other wa,\-.

The Silvers of all kinds will bo 
conipleloly Spoiled If kept In too hot 
a sun, and the buffs will pale out. 

You cannot get bloom on your birds' 
pliimiige by keeping them in tlio hot 
sun where no shade is provided. 

Keep ail e.\-e on liie logs of .voiir 
valuable birds dnriiig llic -summer 
monllis. Any ;iiiiouiit of them an', 
ruined by this c;M-c-lessiiess, iind no 
amount of after care will put them in 
sliiiiu' again. 

This is tlie time when the scale mile 
gels In his work. Don't noglect .to use 
a llltlo lard or oil, every" now ,'iand 
iigalii. Don'.t use' kerosene' on -'their 
foot, when they are In good vshape. It 
Is too strong a medicine, and may do 
as much harm as It will do good. 

Hut wlK'ii the f<!el have been neg- 
lected and the scale iiiito is there, 
there is iiotiiing lietter lo destroy II. 
But then the feet are rulin d for good 
anyho\v,?'.-ja.t)(d'->-;they will never regain 
their fdrmcr''colbr.— Poultry Kuccchs.

All the most oxcjuiKlte offects nf 
moonrl.'ip. p.vrotochiilo.s, loiif^-illstaiu'c 
fla.sh light, a midnight fire, an elec- 
tric storm and a winter siinri.se, wero 
reproduced in succession. ihe far 
more brilliant and prolonged exhibi- 
tions, which belong to the Arctic re- 
gions, can hardly bo more beautiful 
than these which are not uncommon 
In B'rittsh Columbia. 

There are onl,v three possible' solu- 
tions of the higher education ques- 
tlon in Britl.Th Columbia. The lir.st 
two may be described a.s ^'arlotios of 
a laissez faire policy. They are: 

(1) The old coloni.'il policy. 

(2) The pseudo-British ' policy— 
which connotes in theory the fostering 
of gnvernniont cdupallon on grand- 
motherly, and of private ontorprl.se on 
faulty stepmotherly lines, but denotes 
In iirnctico a policy of go-as-you- 
plensc. 

(.1) The policy of the Royal Society 
for the Augmentation of I^oarnlng — 
the policy which Is at onco truly liloal- 
Istlc and cosmopolitan, truly national 
(or Imperial), and truly autoclithon- 
ous, donilnlonal and up-to-date — the 
policy of "thorough." 

The Old . Colonial Polloy 

The Calgrary Daily News recently 
repudiated with some acerbity the 
title of "colony" on behalf of tho Do- 
minion of Canada. Porliap.i it is time 
that some of the powder we are spend- 
ing on the fight for "Better Terms" 
be devoted to a quest for a "Better 
Terminology." Our pet word "Do- 
minion" Is Indeed free from those 
petty and obsolete associations which, 
as a matter of fact and sentiment, are 
associated wltli the good old word 
"colony"; but after all, when we get 
down to the bedrock moaning of either 
word, we find that "dominion" should 
mean a community of villeins In a 
triore or loss scxvUe relation to a su- 
porlntendlng o'r . absentoo overlord, 
whereas a "colony" would most nat- 
urally mean a commonwealth nf cul- 
tivators, presumably free occupiers of 
the land from which tlieir wealth is 
derived. Actually, however,^ "colonist" 
has come to bo looked upon as a de- 
rogatory appellation, because our non- 
rolonlal or shnm-colonlal fellow-sub- 
.locts vulgarl.v u.«ed it in a supen'illnu.^ 
and derogatory sense, just n.s TInrace 
used the standing epithets of llispan- 
us or Pontlcu.s as ihe erniivalent of 
low-caste or second-rate. Tlie llirta- 
tlons of a Rnnian matron witii her 
morcliant gucjt, which llie August:ins 
would have condoned IC tho rich par- 
amour had been a Bomau or evi'n an 
Apulian, become unp.ardonable when 
It turns out that he is a Hpaniard. 

The Church of England prayer boolt 
in an obscure rubric still speaks of 
His Majesty's territories oversea as 
"our plantations." Perhaps, in spite 
of the great traditions for which the 
Victoria Colonist ha.^ long made a 
stand both by its title and its histori- 
cal and reasonable attitude towards 
Imperial rpiestions, the Culgary News 
is right, and the name "colony" is 
passing away, even as "plantation" 
has long been relegated to the limbo 
of Tudor archaism.-;. 

On this supposition very little need 
be said as to the old culnnial educa- 
tion policy. Tn British Columbia wo 
have advancer! far beyond the j)loneer 
conception of our duty to posterity in 
the matter of education. It is nn longi?r 
supposed that the maximum mental 
training roriuired for our children 
should be that minimum of acriulre- 
ments which will eiialile o\ir Ixiys In 
bo cultivators or small Htnrekeepcr.-, 
and our girls to lie contented and (-111- 
clcnt drudges In the hoiisebold of hus- 
bands who are barely lltemtes. 

Such was tlio old colonial ^tand.-inl. 
It started on the assumption, which 
still exercises a baneful Inlluenre on 
the professions .at least in the interior 
of British Columbi.'i, that men and 
women of trained and therc'foro su- 
perior intclIlKenco are po-sitlve unde- 
sirabicH in a community where tlie de- 
mand for manual labor is greater than 
the supply. Incidentally this policy 
aasumed, and wherever It survives 
continues to assume, that the daugh- 
teNcommunltles oversea are of, dif- 
ferent caste from the- parent state. 

It would be a great calamity If a 
one-sided clamor of this kind should 
be allowed to clog the wheels of prog- 
ress In our educational ideals. The 
world in general Is agreed that tho 
mind; 'In Its natural unquarrlod con- 
dition', •' Is ! not only an unserviceable 
' thing to' Its owner, but an engondercr 
of desperate and antl-soctal and in- 
eradicable harms. 

The "rough-hewing" of it, which tho 
flrst 'rudimentary stages of schooling 
effect, will not, except in a few eases, 
avail, to enlist it on the side 6C so- 
ciety, and truth' and fairness. It has 
.other and more complex forces, vaster 
and moro Insatiable desires to guide 
and satisfy. 

There niu.st be, for most minds, 
shaping as well as hewing. The lon.g 
results of time, tho accumulated and 
gradual inheritance of tho ages ha.s 
reared that .stately fabric, ;l eivill-/.e(l 
and disciplined ICnglish (•haract(M-. so 
high that all, even tlic children of kin- 
dergarten ago, arc famllvar with Its i 
beautiful outlines and its satl.ifylng { 
loftiness; and to put tho child off with 
some shanty of rough-hown blocks 
and Hudson's Bay company archltec- 
turo Instead of making him the gradu- 
al tenant of that fair twentieth cen^ 
turv fabrlo which la his Saxon birth- 
rlgfit is to array, the forces of his fal- 
low Intelllgenoe.on -.the.sido of tho en- 
emy, and to make him and leave him a 
potfltttlal enemy ol '30clety. 



- To make, him barely, a "literate" is 
all very well. In our day this is the 
accepted duty . of all gdvernments, 
even tho rudest that tho white man 
knows. But it is not enough. 

That satisfying combination of 
basic .strength, and battlemented airi- 
ness which ennobles the -streets of 
Florence and .■ Flesple, ,. Sienna and 
Rome,"" with iriercHanfc-:.'.pMlades. -..and 
civic halls ho leas remarkable for their 
isolated grace than for the grouped 
and splendid interdopendenco of those 
architectural marvels upon each other 
In tho production of a whole city of 
dreamy and entrancing ma.gnlllcanco 
would never have been achlevi^l but 
for tho observance of that builder's 
maxim, which differentiates tho Gret'k 
ami tho Gothic styles of ICurope from 
all that the .Afoor.-i of ..\frica or tho 
gorgeous architects of Islam and In- 
dia and China have achieved. 

In it lies the convincing charm of 
that tower of towers which for live 
centuries ha.s ca.st its spell upon Ox- 
ford, so that lovers and experts of 
Venice and Nuremberg, Salisbury 
and Cairo have pronounced the Mag- 
dalene's' Tower at Oxford to bo tho 
perfection of tho art of bolfry-mlnaret 
ctAnstructlon.-' And' the - rule of tho 
masonry Is this: Largo courses and 
rugged finish beneath; diminishing 
courses, shaped Kloiies, rising lhro\iirli 
ornaiiientf.'d cmirse.-i, and perforated

The Pseudo- British Policy 

Tho mother cbuntrlosli ' England and 
Scotland, tumbled into the education- 
al systems whlcfi are 'tfiolr; boast. 

We. h/tvo Indeed no,, better, models, 
no jporo .'flnlshod examples of excel - 
lenco, or sturdy., progress toward .ex- 
cellence. Kngland and Scotland aro 
in this resiioct yerymuch alike — "es- 
pecially Scotland," whlcli never seems 
to havo had Its Doctor Baidow nor 
Its :Mr. W'ackford Sfjucers, but which, 
on tile other hand, never quite suc- 
e(>odod in producing a \Vinchesti'r, an 
Oxford or a KIng'.s colle.ge, I,ondon. 

13ut there are plaguy liut well- 
meaning persons about and around, 
who, su-clling, nay, pouting with 
patriotism, leave tlicmselvos neither 
breath nor visual compass to admire 
along with the old imported "goods," 
tho many excellcnclc.>, assets and 
variants of our corporate ph.vsiog- 
nom.v as a young autareh.v. which we 
have ready to hand, and which neither 
could havo had "when they wore our 
age." 

Is; it necessary, because we recog- 
nize without stint the glories of the 
march and the solidity of tho achieve-' 
mont, to insist on repeating the tum-. 
bics and reproducing minutely the 
convulsive movements of recovery 
from those tumbles, which make up 
part Of the history, a.nd distort — or let; 
us say leave endearing marks upon — 
the lineaments of Jlotlier lOducation In 
the inotherlniid ? 

A very little exercise of our mother 
wit will enable us to answer that 11 Is 
w ii o 1 1 y unnecessary. 

Tho world was never so small as 
it is today: all fences are liroken 
down, anfi the past, and the present, 
and all that Is going on in the nelgli- 
horing playgrounds are 'revealed to 
us in lllunilnatin.g profu.slon. 

Wo analyze and compare with tire- 
Ics.s Insisieiice .-ind exhau.-:! Iveiicss, 
and crystalize Ihe ■.-^lowl.v-malured 
hints from a.ge-long experiments ami 
all tile long result of time into new 
and tried canons of school method. 

Why, then, should British t^olum- 
bia be called upon to borrow this and 
that wrinkle from the brow of tho 
hallowed motherland, as If it were a 
feature, and an essential featjire, for 
tho best and truest upbringing" of her 
and our sons? 

]'''or Instance, the neglect of tho chil- 
dren of the rich. England's glGrlous 
uncertainty and Indifferenco as to 
whether her picked sons are looked 
after or not, in liody or mind, up to 
the time when their country wants 
thom, body .-uid mind, for lu-r service? 
Is that a rule for .-ill iii-o)il(>s and all 
civilizations? (Ir.'inted th.al this ihiiig 
rights ilsclf in a "plutn-demoeraey" 
such as the LTnited States. Yet In 
England (whicli is not yet wholly 
Americanized) it rlid not right Itself. 

It produced "Lld-lhe-boys Hall," the 
snake ill tho grass of the iirivate en- 
terprise^ .^ystiMn — tho sn.-ike -was 
scotchi-d by Dickens and kilbHl by 
Uud vard Kipling. 

But have we our Dickens or even our 
Uuclyai'd Kipling ready'/ Wc have Im- 
ported a. rather cheap and nasty herb- 
age' uC private school enterprise so far, 
and It is time we became our own 
snako-klllors, for we may have Import-i 
ed the reptile, halt manoater, half 
monovleech— tho schoolmaster who is 
a bad citizen and :in liilluence nl rot- 
tenness. 

In British Columbia the educ;illon 
of the be.st Intelligences .-ind of those 
others who start with advantage over 
their fellows In tho racO' — the children 
of rich homes or influential parents — 
Is a question which will not settle 
itself. 

We must rise up to answer It. 

"None .shall te.acli our boys or our 
girls," we must proclaim, "for hire, 
except those whom we shall corpnr- 
atively admit to the high and lucralive 
olllce of doing so; .admit by various 
door.s, varying In height and width; 
some moving on the easy hinges of 
an academic permit, some slowly and 
laboriously yielding admittance to pos- 
tulants of lesser warrant," 

But In all cases tho motto ishould be 
Plato's motto; "Tho .?tato Is tho 
schoolmaster, and tho .schuulmaster is 
the state." 

In U. S. A. ]\Tunscy's Magazine lately 
alleged that there are 1,000,000 boys 
at ju'lvato schools, T)ayliig fees. It this 
is so, the theor.v of free, ntitlonai edu- 
catbin in U. S. A. has broken down all 
along the line. 

In I^rlti.sh Columbia the theory of 
free and truly "common" education 
has never had a (diiiiice. It caiiu! to 
the start lirokeii-wlnded and litis inaln- 
Itihied ;i brolceii-down, ambling exlst- 
cnco ever since, though it has litid 
precious llttlo to contend with of a 
thoroughbred order from the private 
school stables. > • ' ! 

Now what are we going to do with 
our picked boys and girls? High 
schools?'. But they aro ao wasteful as 
at present constituted. The centres 
aro necessarily so few, and the homes 
of our peopln aro so widely scattered. 

Be.sides one of tho es.scitlals of 
higher education is tho discipline o£ 



prolonged absence from homo, under a 
roof and a tutelage upon which tho 
parents of our children can havo ab- 
solute moral dependence, and with 
which they must have tho best sort 
of social sympathy. .. 

The high school, without' rtBldence 
halls for students, without the discip- 
line of tablerfollowshlp and a hundred 
precious forms' of out-of-school asso- 
ciation bpsldcs, shorn of sufficient en- 
dowtnonts to lend majesty to learning 
or to attract masters who are masters 
Indeed to Its dais, cannot supply that 
wholesome and manifold and reverent 
Indupnce to a seat of learning, whlcli 
Is the talisman by which our Saxon 
stock havo learnt for generations to 
climb towards that triple diadem. 

"Self - questioning, self - reverence, 
self-control," which has made tho na- 
tlon.s in their dark hours— old Canada, 
old Hlndostiin, old Kgypt — loan out to 
lingland and summon her trained 
rulers of men to their several aid, ■wel- 
coming her leadership, .submitting to 
her reproaches, her severe and healing 
disciplines, her flag. 



The Horse and the hidian 

(From I'orest ami Stream.) 

The first horses seen by the mtiln- 
laiid Indi.-uis were those of the 
Hptnilsli invtidcrs of IVlexlco. A few 
years later Do Koto l.u-ought the horse 
into l-'lciricln. tmd westward to the Jills- 
sissijipi, while Coronudo, on his march 
to Qulvira in 1541, introduced It to the 
Indians of tho great plains. 'VS'^hen the 
Aztec saw tho mounted men of Corttin 
they supposed horse and man to he 
ono and were greatly alarmed at tho 
strange animal. Tho classical Cen- 
taur owed its origin to a like miscon- 
ception. A tradition existed among 
tho Pawnee that their ancestors mis- 
took a mule ridden by a man for a 
single animal and shot at It from con- 
cealment, capturing the mule when 
tho man fell. 

The horse was a marvel to tho In- 
dians and came to bo regarded aa 
sacred. For a long time it was wor- 
shljiped by the Aztec, iind by most of 
the tribes \v;is considered to liave a 
mysterious or sticred character. Its 
origin was explained by a number of 
myths representing horses to havo 
coino out of tlio oartli through lakes 
and springs or from the sun. "When 
Antonio do ESspeJo visited the Hopl of 
Arizona In 1583, tho Indiana spread 
cotton scarfs or kilts on tho ground 
lor the liorsos to walk on, believing 
tho liUter to be sacred. Tills sacred 
cliarticter is siimetlnies shown in tho 
iKunos given to the horse as the 
Dakota, suuka wakan, ■;inysterlous 
dog." Its use in transportation ac- 
counts for the term "dog" often ap- 
l)lied to it, as the Siksika ponokamila, 
"elk dog"; Croem statim, "big dog"; 
Shawnee ml.shawa, "elk." (See Cham- 
berlain in Am Ur-Quell, IS'Jl). 

The .southern plains jirovcd very fa- 
vorable, and horses greatly nuilllplied. 
Stray ;ind escaped hor.ses formed wild 
herds, and, as they had few carnivor- 
ous enemies, their Increase and spread 
were astonishingly rapid. The move- 
ment o£ the hortie was ..from south to 
north, at about an equal- rate on both 
sides of tho inountalna." It. moved 
northward In three ^vays: (1) The 
increase of tho wild horses and their 
dispersal into now regions was rapid. 
(:;) For IfiO years before tho first ex- 
lilor.atlon of tho west by residents of 
the United States, S|);uilards from the 
iMexicaii iirovlnccs liad been making 
long journeys northward and etist- 
ward to trade with tho Indliins, even. 
It is said, as far north as tho camps 
of the Kiowa, when these wore living 
on Tonguo lilvor. (3) As soon as the 
indltms, nearest to the Spanish set- 
tlement, appreciated tho uses of the 
horse they began to make raiding ex- 
i>editlons to capture horses, and as 
knowledge of the animal oxtondod, the 
tribes still further to the itfirth began 
to iirocure horses from those ne.xt 
south of them. So it' was that tribes 
in tho south had tho first horses ami 
always luid the greatest number, while 
the tribes furthest norUi olittdned them 
last and always lutd fewer of them 
.Some tribes declare that tliey ixis- 
sessed horses for SDino time before 
tlioy letinied the uses to which they 
could be put. 

ihi tile north Atlantic coast horses 
were imported early in the 17th cen- 
tury, ,'ind the Iroiiuois possescd them 
toward 'lie end of linit century and 
were regularly breeding them prior 
to 1730. Ii'or tho northern plains they 
seem to iiaye been first obtained from 
the region west of the Hocky Moun 
ttUns, the Slkslka having obtained 
their first horses from the Kutcmil, 
Shoshonl, and other tribes across the 
mouiilains, about the year ISOO. 'W. 
T. H.imllton, who met tlio Ncz I'crces, 
Cayiise, iind other tribes of tlio Colum- 
bia region between lS-10 and ISOO, tellij 
of the tradition anion'g them of tho 
time when they had no horses; but 
having learned of tlieir existence in 
the south, of the purposes for whicli 
thev were used, and of their abun- 
dance, they made uij a strung war 
party, went south and captured 
horses. It Is Impossible - to fix the 
dates at which any tribes procured 
tlieir horses, and, since many of the 
Pl.-ilns lri!)f\s wandered In small bodies 
which seldom met, it is likely that 
some bands ac(iulred the liorso a long 
time before other sections of the same 
trilii^. Tile Clieyeiiiiu re-late various- 
ly that they procured tlieir first horses 
from the Arapaho, fnjiii the Klowti, ;ind 
from tho Slioslioiii, and all these state- 
meiil.s may be trin; for different bodies. 
A vi;ry ilellnito statement Is made that 
they recoive'd tlieir first horses from 
the Kiowa at the time the Kiowa lived 
on Tongue rlvor, Tho Chovenno did 
not cross tho Mlssisslppt until toward 
the ond of tho 17th century. For some 
time they resided on tli.it stream, .and 
their jirogre.-is in working westward 
and southward (o the lilack Hills. 
I'ov.'der river iind Tongue river wti.-i 
slow. Tlioy ])robal)I.v did not ericoiiu- 
te>r tin; Kiowa on Tongue river long 
before the middle of the ISth century, 
;ind It is jinsslble tlmt the Kiowa did 
not then jiossess horses. Black Moc- 
casin, reput(-'d trustworthy In his 
knowledge and his dtites, declared that 
the Cheyi-mie obl.ilncd horses about 
17S0. Tho Pawnee aro known to 
have had horaos and to have need 
thom In hunting early In tho 18th 'cen- 
tury. Car^^p makes no mention of 
seeing horses among the Sioux that lie 
mot In 17G7 In west IMlnnesota; but in 
177(1 tlio elder Alexander llenry saw 
them umoiig the Asslniboin, while 
UmfreviUe, ti few years later, spoke of 
horses as common, some being bnind- 
od, showing that they had been taken 
from Spanish settlements. •, ..

The subject of my talk with you 
this week will bo tliat of the photog- 
raphy of cloudland. 

To mo this is quite cfno of the most 
Interesting branches of our work, as 
there is a never-cudlng vtiriety of 
scope aviillablo for iis to practice on. 
Day by day and hour by hour tho as- 
pect, of, ^ tho heavens change, unfolding 
newibeautles and fresh charms where- 
with to delight the eye. In tho earU 
days of photography /little attention 
was paid to /the. 'sky In landscape 
work, as the technical" 'dlmculties of 
getting a good negative wore so great 
us lo comparatively prevent the pho- 
togi-apher from devoting any largo 
amount ot time to tho artistic compo- 
sition of his pictures. 

The inajorlty of men got over the 
difficulty by bringing in ns little an 
amount of sky as possible on the 
locussing screen, hut as things im- 
proved and the artistic possibilities of 
the cameni forced tliiMnselves into a 
position of Tiromlnence, it was soon 
realized that snmetlilng would havo 
to be done to remedy the defect. 

If I remember rightly, it was tho 
late II. P. Robinson wlio insisted up- 
on the liniiorUmce of the sky as tui 
aid to pictorial composition and who. 
through his many wi'Ulnga on the sub- 
.iecl, brought the matter prominentlv 
befm-o liie notice of photographers. 

In this branch of pliotograrih v there 
are two sides, viz.: the technical anil 
tho artistic, but It is moro especially 
with the former that I am concerned, 
and the spaco at my disposal will only 
allow me to lightly touch upon the lat- 
ter. 

Drfferont Methods 
Lot us start aw;iy Ukmi bv consid- 
ering tho various methods whereby 
wo can obtain good cloud pictures; the 
most Important one to tlie photograph- 
er whose alms are high, and who 
spares no trouble to obtain a picture 
which will please him In every way. Is 
lhat known ns the "prlntlng'-ln" 
midiiod. 

In this wo require two negatives, 
one nf the landscape It.-elf and an- 
ollier of. the sky chosen li' go there- 
with. 



fore when wo reproduce these colors 
in monochrome they should havo a 
distinct representation. 

The Investigations of scientists soon 
led to a proiier understanding of this 
important subject, and the energies ot 
the plate-makers have been for many 
years devoted to the overcoinmg of the 
defects ot the ordinary phgtoBrapliic 
Plato; the result is that by the Intro- 
duction of suitable .mediums' the ex- 
treme.. sonsiblUly-.- of ,) photographic 
emulsions to;,' tho blue 'rays .iof^' light 
have 'boon controlled, whilst their sen- 
sitiveness to reds find voUows liave 
boon increased, so that nowadavs wo 
are able to iiuichase plates which give 
a corre(-t rendering of all the lumin- 
osities ot the speiitriim colors. . 

lliese iihites are luiown by different 
names, e. g. orthochromallc. I.snchro- 
niatle. spectrum, and color-dilferen- 
tiating. tiiul to sucii ti stage ot perfoc- 
iion navi! mey ijeen tirougnt mat tnolr 
speed is, for all practical purposes, as 
fast as those not submlttod to" this 
coi'rccting process. 

It Is true that it is not poK.slble to 
correct a plate entirely in the actual 
process of manufacture, as it lias been 
found that tho Introduction of too' 
large a quah'tlty of the aniline dyes 
employed for this purpose tends' to 
eonsldernhly shorten the life of the 
plate; but as the activity of the Jjlue 
r.-ivs of light are much greater than 
thai ot the others, resource l.s had to 
a, simple mechanical contrivance, 
v.lileli consists of a pale yellow trans- 
parent screen, which is niitieally 
measured and whicli is fitted ever tli'e 
rim of the lens tube, 'I'heio .screens, 
wlik-li tone down the exeessive action 
of the blue rays, m-eii not, liowever, 
lie used in the majority of ea.se.-, as, 
exc'-jit in exi rente case.,-, most of the 
iii.'inufaetiirer:; ;;tate, iind my own ex- 
Iierience eonlirins liiis claim, that their 
phites are sutliclontly corrocted to be 
able to dispense with such accessories, 
and this' remark applies not only to 
plates, -but also to 'several brands of 
film now on the market,- 

It will be seen from the foregoing re- 
marks that if wo want to get a suc- 
cessful representation of clouds In our 
negatives, wo must use one of these

Obviously this is an ideal combin- 
.'ition, iis it Is rarely tliat wo can se- 
cure on the ono phito, with the one ex- 
Jiosure, f'oi'e-;-i-otinds and skies in their 
best rel;i 1 ionslilp to one tmother. U 
is, however, a mi-thod that jiresents 
dllllculllea which prove somewhat 
alarmln.g to I lie beginner, and tliero- 
foro Is generally only practiced by tho 
expert operator. 

Another method Is that of obtaining 
both tho clouds and foreground with 
one exposure, and is the method most 
usually adoiited by amateurs wlio aro 
not content with having a blank whito 
sptice to do duty for their slci-" effect. 

With this method combination pi-int- 
iiig does not have to be resorted to, 
anil thus ;i great deal of trouble is 
saved, but at the same time, except In 
rare Instances, it j.j mit possible to 
g>;t such a high degree of artistic ef- 
feet, by this proeediini as with tlie one 
pn.-viiuisly describi'd. 

In addition to tlu>se two methods 
there are several others which are 
more or less emplox ed, but, a.-; they 
will hardly commend thomsclvos to 
the iiractlcal worker, it Is not neces- 
s.iry for me to describe thepi In do- 
tall, 

. Sufllco it to say that by smoking the 
back of the negative over a candle, 
clouds may be formed by using i\ piece 
of cotton wool and working with this 
In tho same way as an artist would 
with his paint brusfi; another way Is 
by modifying the exposure In such a 
manner as to give moro time to tho 
.foreground than to tho sky. 

It is obvious to everyone that the 
sky la brighter Uian the foreground, 
and therefore requires less exposure, 
and the easiest way to accomplish this 
i.s by using a roller blind shutter, 
working from tho bottom upwards, 
wliieh inetins that nearly twice as 
luucii li.eht Is permitted to pass 
tln-oiigh the huis for the foreground 
than for the sky. 

Orthochromatism 

In addition to the fact that rlio rela- 
tive exposures for the production of a 
successful cloud picture vary, as above 
remarked, wo havo tWQj other dlfflcul- 
tlcH to overcome. 

Tho flrsf of these is tho fact that tho 
ordinary photographic ■ plato Is not 
cqu.-illy sensitive to tho various lumin- 
osities of tiio different colors lhat are 
familiar lo us. Wo can easily si^e this 
for ourselves If we put our tliiiilving 
caps on for a, moment. If wo t.-iko ti 
photograph ol' sfuno siibjei'L In which 
rod, yellow and blue ll.ivure, wo .shii.II 
Iind in our print that the liliio i.o rep- 
'rosentcd^ b.y an almost white iiateli, 
whilst tlio yellow and rod will appear 
practically bltiek. 

Now we know that our eyes do not 
see thcrn lilco this at iill, iind therefore 
we are forced to Uie conclusion th.'it 
the ordinary iihotogriiphic pliilo is cid- 
or-blind, and docs not render color 
luminosities ^correctly.. If wo went 
further Into' the matter and tried to 
photograph tho solar spectrum we 
should find that tho photographic 
lila,W' recorded light action beyond 
'those regions that our oyes could dis- 
tinguish. Bed, does not appear to us 
to be bl.ack, biit has a distinct color 
value of Itiri own. which differs ma- 
terially from that of yoUow, and there- 



corrected pliites, as otherwise we 
should never be able to differenti;itc 
between blues and whites, on account 
of tho cxtrenii! sensll iveiiess ot tlio or- 
dinary photographic pl;ilo to the blue 
rays of light. The same remark ap- 
plies, of course, to the red and 6range 
rays which are such a con.splcuous 
feature In evening skies. 

Halation 

As. I have expla.in^ed already, it is 
nooes.'iary to give more exposure to the 
foreground than to the sky, on ac- 
count of the greater briglUii(\ss of the 
latter portion of our picture, and ■vvlion 
wo aro photO|rraphlng interiors wo 
know that we gaugo our exposures not 
by the windows that maj- be Included 
In our lieUl of view", but by tho-^room 
itself. 

W'iien we come lo develop our plate, 
we inv.'irlably llnd that the window 
and ;ill objects round It appear as 
tliougli they were wrapt In a halo of 
light iind their detiiils iire \vhedly or 
jiartially oblltoriited. 

This is due to tlie spreading action, 
of tlie light, which iiierces thro;ie:li the 
thin sensitive <Miiiilslon of our jilates, 
fiills upon till? siirfiice of tin- .ghis:; 
thereof and is 'rellecle,! b;iek; thus wi^ 
have, in these portions, a doulile light 
action and, unfcu-tumilely, in exactly 
the place where the light is already to"o 
strong. Tills dilhciilty iloes not exist 
with 'lilms, but is ;i source of no ■.small 
dlscoinliture to the gla.ss pUito user, 
but wo have - at hand several simpio 
remedies for rectifying the trouble. 

The easiest way 1b to apply a coating 
of "backing" material, which la sup- 
plied by *tho' photographic dealers, 
such as the E. W. N. improved Back- 
ing, which win meet all the "Toqulre- 
ments demanded of It. Tlil.^ is in 
block form and merely needs applying 
to the back of the glass with a brush 
and is wiped oft beilore development 
commences. 

'.Phe effect nt this biicking Is to do 
away witli tho surfiiee rellcctlon from 
the glass, tind once tliis Is got rid of 
there will bo no more halation trouble. 
ExpoBiires for Cloud Negatives 

It will 1)6 readily understood ■ that 
the exposure for .cloud, pictures is 
much slio'rter than tqr drdlndry' land- 
scape' work; in fact the exposure tables 
tell us that for this cliiss of work only 
one-tenth or one-twelftii .liie noraiiil 
exiKisure Is necessiir.v. Tlowcvi.'r, no 
golden rule can bo l.'iid down, ii.s e.-n.ch 
ca.-ic depends on Its own circum- 
stances, and only expeiience will leach 
us bow lo corn.ctly guage the lime we 
should leavo (he lens uncovered. The 
exiiosuro given to the subject repro- 
iliiccd on this jingo wa.s about one 
twenty-llftli of a second wdth fito|i 'Jtl, 
using the icndak N. r;. film; tlio jiho- 
togr.aph w;is taken from tho rmdcs 
iiciir the outer wharf ill hiilf-piist 
seven o'eloek ono eveuin,-; last -week. 

It need hardly bo said that In tiUc- 
Ing cloud pictures, the exposure ..must 
never bo made when-. the; sunMs 'shln' 
Ing directly into the camera; .but . we 
must wait until it . disappears behind 
a cloud, and even on a sinnmor's after- 
noon wo can got very lino effects bv 
adopting tills method, provlderl the 
clouds aro sufllcientl.\- heavy to slilit 
off tho direct rays nf tlio '.3un. It Is 
in this way that most of tho moonlight 
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effects -which have become so popular 
ln.tcly aro secured. :_ 
Development 

The development of cloud negativeis 
does not materially differ from tho or- 
dinary procedure, provided wo use 
orthochromallc plates and color (liters, 
but when using ordinary uncorrected 
plates it Is necessary tv oonsidertibly 
weaken our solutions. As a general 
guide I recommend tho beginner to use 
one- part of normal developer to ten 
pdrts of watCi'. If all goo.s well tho 
solution c;in be strengthened after the 
clouds have made their appearance', 
but oven at the (Inish tho solution 
should be about a third tho normal 
strength; this is a very Important* 
point to remember, especially when -w^. 
aro taking the foreground and sKy, qn ; 
the ono plate, as wero,we.to. ustjr.a,. 
solution ^of ■.liormal ;atrlnBth;.''theWsky: 
portion would be fully developed lohg. ■ 
before tho foreground was completed." 

Local development may also be oft- 
en employed with considerable advan- 
tage, nor is tho process a dlfllcult one. 
.Ml that it is necessary to do Is to 
wash oft tho developer and apply It 
again to Ihose parts that aro slow in 
coming up, and we can also use a 
stronger soUitloii for this purpose, 
though care must bo taken to. do this 
In such a way as to prevent the^ ef- 
fect of uneven development being pro- 
d'uced. 

The density ot cloud negatives Is 
iil.-io a matter which requires careful 
attention, and development must bo 
stojipcd before tho deposit liecomes so 
denso as to be opaque, as it is neces- 
sary that each part of the negative 
siiould record some detail In the print. 
It w.e wish our pictures to havfr an 
artistic value. ' 

I havo not boon able this time to say 
anything about tho technics of com- 
bination printing, as. tho subject la 
too large to ho done Justice to in this 
iirtlclc, but this is a matter which 
will come up for treatment later on, 
and I liope to bo able to give readers 
of this section some hints which may 
prove u.^eful to them. 

In conclusion, let mo remind you of 
the good advico given by Marcus 
Aurellus: "rtc not discouraged or out 
of liumor liecauso practice falls short 
of precept, if you happen to be boat- 
en return to the charge." Success in 
idiotographing clouds will not bo ob- 
tained straight oft, but Is a matter of 
time and experience, but remember 
that if you want any assistance In this' 
or any other department of^photogr 
raphy, I shall bo very pleapea;-to-.glvd

As examples of 
the sort of fines- they impose tho fol- 
lowing are types; W. Holt, of Kock's' 
sidipg, was, convicted of kiUlpe a^.^ee'r 
during., the. month, of. -t April.;. .Ha'-: waft -' 
finoti^jflv^ 'dolUti's" and.-costa.', io.. /|he ; 
amount of thr.ee dollarsr'' Carl "Jonseh - 
and F. Kennedy also of Kock's .Sidine 
were convicted of pursuing deer out of ' 
season. The fine In this case was the 
same as in tho other. A Chinaman 
iioiir '\''ancouver, who was convicted of 
killing a fawn and that out Ot season, 
a double offence, was fined five dollars 
and costs. In each ot these cases the 
deer would be worth more than the 
amount of the tines so that it would 
pay the offenders to continue their 
poaching. 

At Trout Lake recently the magis- 
trate at first refused to take an In- 
formation and only did so under com- 
pulsion. The inevitable result was 
that nn conviction was obtained, al- 
though the case was cIcarLv proven. 
While public opinion is witli tho 
poachers it is useless to try lo protect 
the game, i'^very sjiortsnian should 
make a vigorous kicic against this 
state of affairs and If tho present ma- 
gistrates will not do what- Is Just In 
the niiittor they should importune the 
government to see th.at other magis- 
trates iire conmilssioned. 

While these dlllicultles aro mot with 
In some districts It Is gratifying to 
hoar that doer are becoming moro 
plentiful in the Kootenay country and 
In the XilUoct district sheep aro on the 
increase. "A good many sportsmen look

Oni! of the best liifoi-nied in the 
world on tlie geography of Canada, 
(■\-eii he lias be(Ui surprised at the 
s(-erels which lil.s llente-nants have dls- 
C(i\'(.-i-ed in the unknown Dominion, 
(hie is that thu Strong Belt, as the 
map <>( Canada .N'orlli-west calls It, ex- 
tends far Into Northern Ontario imd 
along the -route of tho now rallwa.v. 

Tho Strong Belt means a strip 
where the^ raise tho hardest wheal 
and tho strongest work 'horses In the 
world — a region also noted 'for the 
sturdlnefu and strength of the people 
who have boon living In it. Much of 
the big wheat field of Manitoba lies In 
the Stron.g Belt, but it also ptisses 
througli liundreds of miles i3f northern 
Ontario. 

The couriers from the plonoors 
have been carrying reports to tho bor- 
der post-offices to be sent on to Ot- 
tawa announcing that tin- surveyors 
have also found man.v large rivers and 
lakes hitlierto left off the map. They 
have gone through great forests .if 
litirdwood, the existence of whicli had 
bi^en unknown. Tlu;y have found tlitit 
like Manitoba and Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, much of tills country Is fit 
to live in. 

There arc many miles of pegs inarl<- 
ing the line of Ihe new way of steel 
which lire nearly 200 miles north of 
the Canadian Pacific Railw-a>-, and 
thus far removed from human habita- 
tion.

Tho clear 
tones of tho hook and ladder com- 
pany's bell called tlio llremon to duty 
for forty yeur.'i, and Is still tho hur- 
blngoi- of every new year. I have 
several souvenirs o£ tho old flro do- 
parlniont, Includin!; a banner, present- 
ed by tho ladles of Victoria tn 1860, 
and tho framed picture of John C. 
Keenan, one of liic llrst of tho ofllcor.'i 
of tho GUI Mrlgade. 

Bliortly after tlio orfTanizatlon of tho 
ITniiin hnnk and ladtler company, tho 
citizens doeided to have two engineM? 
and tlio ""rigors" and "Deluge" com- 
panies woro organized, purchasing 
hand engines and hose carta. Tho 
rivalry between the t\vo - water com- 
panies proved of great value on nu- 
merous occasions, it was tho solo am- 
bition of every llroman to placo on 
record tho fact that his particular en- 
gino furnished the llrst stri'ai. 
ualiu' at'iur ilie alarm hail been re- 
celvcti. It was llie custom. In tho 
early daj-s of the lire departnicnt to 
have aliLrin bells in I lie three lU'e halls, 
and tlio persuii niulcliig a lire wuiikl 
rail to llic nearest .".talion in tho 
vicinity of the lire and ring the bell. 
The iiieiiiliers i)f the department would 
assiunble at tlieli' lesiiectlve halls iind 
coufUHlou would often arise before tliu 
locality of llio lire could be di.seovered. 
Klei'.ti'ic iLlanii.s and teleiilioncH were 
unliiuiwn ill the early days, and tho 
llie'meti ilra!,'Kea the apparatus through 
tho sirools oy night aiul by day. Tho 
proof of the odlciont mannor in whlcii 
tho Old G-uard watched over the livej 
and liomos of tho poople lies in tho 
fact that at no time did a 8<ii;lous can- 
ilagration sweep over the city. Tlio 
volunteers had their, annual picnics, 
balls and social gatherings, and tho 
tlmo when "they ran with old ma- 
cheon" always remains as a pleasant 
remembrance of the days "that will 
never conic iigain." 

Hct'oro Kolng into tho equipment of 
tlie lUo doinu tmcnt of the present day 
and tho means employed to oupprosa 
Ilrc^, 1 would like to direct the atten- 
tion of tho citizens to tlio pioneers of 
liic fire service, tlie men who sleej) In 
our cemeteries, forgotten by ail with 
the exception of inuneillate relatu 
Jjuring lit) years, in sununor heal, anil 
winter cold, wUl'.i.ut Iioih; of i-e\vard, 
tile voluiituer llreiiieii responded to tho 
ilread alarm of lire. Many died fnijii 
the effeet.s of tlU! hanlslilps eiuUu'ed. 
Their brother lli'omen laid thoni at rc-it 
and tile busy worlil went on wlllioul a 
llioiiglit lit; tlio many sacrlllceu made 
to jireservo tlulr lives .and homes from 
deslructioii. It is not iny Intention to 
take one iota of praise from tho 
bravo lads who laid down their llvc3 
in the defence of flag and country; but 
it is to the credit of our nation that, 
in all walks of l|fo. heroes will bo 
found. When the half-clad fireman 
rushes forth to b'attli^ with an Insidi- 
ous foe that threatens the lives t and 
iiroporty of his neighbor,, he stands 
forth a hero and deserves rdoognition. 
It matter-s not whether beavo deeds are 
performed on the battle field, the sky- 
scraping roof of Ihp city structure, or 
when a man carries an unconscjous 
form from the bla'/ing door of a Tloino 
in tho smallest hamlet. The volunteer 
tireinen knew no race, class or creed. 
At the sound of the lire alarm they 
went fortli to battl.; with ;i Too that 
threatened all alike. "W'ithnut (juos- 
tiou they entered buildings lilled with 
polsonou.^ fumes, iinil fought manfully 
for the .siipiiresslon oC a common en- 
emy. Tiie same light goes on today; 
but we go forth with the knowledge 
that our \vivcs and families have 
something to look forward to If it 
should be our lot to lose our lives. All 
praise to the veterans of tho Old

In tho early history ot our fair city. 
,On January 1, 18S('>, after notice to 
the mayor and corporation, the volun- 
teer . llrenien deeldefl to (ilsband ajwl 
turned over to tlio eily tlu! apiiaralus 
and tiro halls.
